The following reply from the Attorney-General was received 
by the Clerk . 


OFFICE OF THE ATTORNEY GENERAL, 
PRESCOTT, Arizona, January 22, 1885. 


o the Honorable, the House of Representatives : 


In response to your communication under date of 21st in- 
stant, requesting my written opinion “ Whether or not it is 
lawful for the Legislature of this Territory to reduce or change 
the salaries of county officers during the term of oftice for 
which any such county officer may be elected;” and further 
requesting that such decision be accompanied with the author- 
ities upon which such opinion is based, I have the honor to 
submit the following, namely. 

First—The fundamental law of this Territory consists «f 
the acts of Congress whereby it was organized, and such othe. 
acts of Congress as are thereby made applicable to the Terri- 
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tory and the Constitution of the United States. From these 
sources all powers of the Legislature of the Territory are de-' 
rived; and in these instruments are contained all limitations 
of the powers of the Legislature. 

Section 2 of the Organic Act of this Territory provides that 
* * * «The powers * * * of the Legislative Assem- 
bly shall be such as are conferred upon the same officers by 
the Act organizing the Territorial Government of New 
Mexico” And Section seven (7) of the Act organizing the 
Territorial Government of New Mexico provides that the Leg- 
islature of the Territory “shall extend to all rightful subjects 
of Legislature consistent with the Constitution of the United 
States and the provisions of this Act.” * * * 

County offices in this Territory are created by Acts of the 
Legislature of the Territory, and their existence depends 
solely upon these Acts, and these Acts also prescribe the 
terms of office and the compensation to which these officers 
who fill them are entitled to receive. 


In the absence of provisions of law made by the Legislature 
no officer is entitled to receive any compensation from any 
source whatever, and it is an elementary principle of law that 
the power to enact a statute necessarily involves also the 
power to repeal, modify or amend such statute. There are, 
however, exceptions to this rnle, which are founded upon the $ 
equitable principle that the Legislature shall not, any more 
than. an individual, violate vested rights, nor impair contracts, § 
to the injury of any person. This principle is expressly em- 
bodied in Section ten (10), Article one (1), of the Constitution $ 
of the Umted States, which declares that “no State shall 
* * *® pass any law impairing the obligation of contracts” 
. It has been. contended that this provision of the Constitution 
is applicable to the case of persons who have been elected or 
appointed to offices the terms and compensation of the incum- 
bents whereof are established by law at the time they are ap- 
pointed or elected, and accepted by such persons ; or, in other 
words, that the statute prescribing the terms of office and the 
compensation to be paid for discharging the duties thereof, on 
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the part of the Government, and the acceptance of the office 
on the part of the incumbent, amounts to a contract, within 
the purview of said constitutional provision, between the Gov- 
ernment and the incumbent of the office, to the effect that 
such mcumbent or officer shall have the right to receive the 
same compensation during the entire term of his office; and 
that the Legislature of any State or Territory i is prohibited by 
said pianle and the constitutional provision above quoted, 
from diminishing the compensation of such officer during the 
tam for which he was appointed or elected 


I am, however, of a different opinion. I do not believe 
that the 1elation of an officer to the government, under which 
a state of facts is one of contract between two principals, the 
government on the one part and the officer on the other part 
—each mutually agreeing to perform certain stipulations ; 
the government to continue to pay the same or any salary, or 
compensation during the entire term of the office, and the 
office: to perform the duties prescribed by at the commence- 
ment of the term, and none other, for the former involves the 
latter proposition during the entire term of the office. 

The relation of an officer to the government which he 
serves is, on the other hand, more likened to those relations, 
rights and habuilities which subsist between principal and 
agent, with a reservation always existing by the terms of the 
employment of the agent to revoke or change the agency or 
compensation to be paid,and also with a reser vation to the 
agent to withdraw and terminate the agency, such a right is 
always reserved and it is inherent in the government, and the 
officer may at any time resign the office, 

The government cannot surrender this right without sap- 
ping the very foundations of its usefulness and efliciency. 

Tam, therefore of the opinion, that the Legislature of this 
Territory may lawfully, by Acts properly passed, reduce or 
change the salaries of county officers during the term for 
which they may have been elected or appointed, and that 
such Acts would .control the amount of salary or compensa- 
tion of persons in office from the time they take effect, irre- 
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spective of what the salary or compensation may have been, 
as established at the time when the incumbent was elected or 
appointed.

Mr. Cooley in his invaluable work, above cited, declares 
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that ‘ the framers of the Constitution did not intend to re- 
strain the States in the regulations of their civil institutions, 
adopted for internal government” 

They may, therefore, discontinue offices and abolish or change 
the organization of municipal corporations at any time accord- 
ing to the existing Legislative views of State policy, unless 
forbidden by their own constitutions from doing so. 

And this view is partially based upon the language used by 
Mr Chief Justice Marshall ın the case of Dartmouth College 
vs Woodworth, + Wheat., 629 

In the case of Coner vs. N, Y supra, Mr. Justice Sandford 
gives the following language. “ Where an office is created by 
statute 16.18 wholly within the contiol of the Legislature The 
term, the mode of appointment and the compensation may be 
altered at pleasure, and the latter may be taken away without 
abolishing the office Such extreme legislation is not to be 
deemed probable in any case” 

But we are now discussing the legislative power—not its 
expediency or propriety Having the power, the Legislature 
will exercise it for the public good, and it is the sole judge of 
the exigency which demands its interference. 

In conclusion, I have to say that in some of the States, the 
local State Constitution limits the power of the Legislatures 
in this respect, and their limitations have been held to be bind- 
ing, and some decisions appear in those State’s tending 
apparently to the converse of this proposition; but, upon 
examination, I found these decisions to have been based en- 
tnely, i so far as I have been able to examine them, upon the 
special provision of the Constitution of the State by whose 
courts the decisions were made , and those decisions are entirely 
inappheabdle to the situation in Arizona, for here we have no 
constitution at all, and there is no provision contained in our 
fundamental law, viz : the acts of Congress and the Constitu- 
tion of the United States, which limits the power of the 
Legislature of this Territory in that respect. _

To the Honorable, the Territoriul Council : 


Section 6 of Chapter XIII, of the Compiled Laws of Arizona 
Territory for 1877, provides that the Governor shall “give 
to the Legislature at the commencement of each term, infor- 
mation by message, of the condition of the Territory, and 
recommend to them such measures as he shall deem expedi- 
ent” ‘ 

In pursuance of the above provision of law, I have the 
honor to herewith transmit to your honorable body my second 
biennial message. 


F A. TRITLE 
GOVERNOR'S MESSAGE. 


Gentlemen of the Council and House of Representatives. 


The statutes of Arizona make it my duty “to give the 
Legislature, at the commencement of each session, informa- 
tion by message of the condition of the Territory, and recom- 
mend such measures as I deem expedient.” 

“During the two years which have transpired since the con- 
vention of the Twelfth Legislative Assembly, the material 
interests of the Territory have steadily advanced, and while 
in some respects the expectations of our citizens may not have 
been fully realized, we have reason to congratulate ourselves 
upon the continued prosperity with which the Territory has 
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been blessed, and that while there has been a diminution of 
the income from our principal industry during the past twelve 
. months, in the decrease of the bullion product of our mines, 
the responsibility therefor rests in causes which cannot to any 
extent retard in the future the prosperous development of our 
resources 

Our grazing and agricultural interests have largely in- 
ceased. 


To the temporary suspension in the operation of several 
of our largest bullion producing properties during the past 
year, caused by labor troubles, expensive transportation and 
other opposing influences not in their nature permanent, 
may be ascribed, very largely, the decrease in our bullion 
product 

The marked declination in values of silver, copper and lead, 
has also heen depressing in its influence upon our mining in- 
dusti y 

Yet while the year 1884 has been characterized by great 
financial depression, numerous and disastrous failures, and 
general stagnation in business throughout our country and in 
many pats of the world, it is extremely gratifying to know 
that the general condition of our Territory has been prosper- 
ous, and that, during this period of financial depression, there 
have heen less failures in Arizona, comparatively, than in any 
other like division of the Union. 

Our social and educational advantages have increased, and 
the past two years have wrought many improved conditions 
m our Territorial affairs. 


Outlawry und Border Relations. 


Since my message to your predecessors, and the action of 
that body in calling into existence legal enactments, Se , look- 
ing to the. better condition of your Territorial affairs, many 
changes have taken place A lawless element which then ex- 
isted in the central, south and southeastern part of this Terri- 
tory has, by the strict enforcement of law by our courts, the 
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arrest of criminals by our United States Marshals and depu- 
ties, and the sheriffs of our counties, and by the further action 
of many of our brave-hearted citizens, who when law was 
violated and the lives and property of the people rendered in- 
secure, fearlessly aided in the maintenance of law and order 
and assisted in accomplishing the almost entire extinguish- 
ment of that lawless element within the borders of the Terri- 
tory of Arizona. 

The highwayman and stage robber who then found in this 
Territory a most remunerative field for their operations have 
gone, either by the ministrations of your judicial tribunals to 
the Territorial Penitentiary or to the prisons of the Eastern 
States to serve by long terms of confinement the proper pun- 
ishment for their crimes, or have been sent by the unerring 
rifle of our hardy frontiersmen into the perpetual punishment 
of an outlaw’s grave. 

The rustlers and cattle thieves who had by their depreda- 
tions rendered the magnificently grassed plains of much of 
Arizona comparatively insecure, have, in a large degree, fol- 
lowed the robber and highwayman, and where a few years aga 
it was impossible for stuck to range in security, now thousands 
of cattle and horses graze in perfect security. 

The only marked exception to the peace and order of the 
Territory at this time is found along the border between Ari- 
zona and Sonora and Chihuahua in Mexico. And I most 
respectfully invite your attention to the importance of provid- 
ing by enactment of memorial to Congress some system. by 
police regulation or mounted patrol guard, by which the 
property, rights and lives of our citizens may be as secure in 
this as in any part of our domain I cannot more fittingly 
or more forcibly elaborate this proposition than by quoting 
from my report to the Secretary of the Interior for the year 
1884. 

«While, for the most part, during the year our relations 
with our Mexican neighbors have been harmonious, yet at 
times differences have arisen over the pursuit and arrest of 
criminals by one people upon the soil of the other, and ques- 
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tions relating to extradition. For the welfare of our citizens 
along the border it is of the utmost importance that our rela- 
tions with Mexico do not become strained in this respect, and 
that the most liberal facilities be afforded for the detection 
and punishment of crime, which might at times unjustly be 
asciibed by the citizens of one country to those of the other. 

«And I would again suggest such modification of the treaty 
relations between our Government and that of Mexico as will 
provide for greater security to residents near the border, and 
reduce the difficulties and delays of extradition. 

“T also renew my recommendation that a mounted patrol or 
police be established along the border, or a large reinforcement 
of the Custom House Guard. The presence of a well organ- 
ized and vigilant mounted border patrol or police, with author- 
ity to arrest criminals, in addition to preventing and discour- 
aging smuggling, which is undoubtedly at present prevalent 
to a gicat extent, would discourage the banding together of 
men “who, becoming violatcrs of law at first for profit, in a 
short time develop into criminals of tle most abandoned char- 
acter. Through its agency the organized stealing of cattle in 
(one country, to be disposed of in the other, which has assumed 
such alarming proportions as to seriously threaten the finan- 
cal welfare of stock raisers along the border, would in time 
be entircly broken up, and criminals guilty of such, and even 
more atrocious crimes, who now find safety and refuge in the 
sparsely populated portions of Arizona and Sonora, could soon 
be apprehended and brought to justice. 

“In the month of July a Mexican boy named Quinones was 
most biutally hanged in Arizona near the line, evidently by 
American outlaws. This murder naturally enraged the boy's 
countrymen across the line, and retaliation was feared upon 
innocent Americans, and subsequently, when the fiendish 
murder of the Fritz family and two other persons was recorded 
in the same locality, it was charged as the work of Mexicans, 
in retaliation for the murder of the boy Quinones, This charge 
appears, from the evidence, to be unfounded, yet the murder- 
ers are still at large, and opinions differ as to the responsibility 
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for the crime. I cite these circumstances to show the import- 
ance of better police regulations along our southern bound- 
ary.” 

Since this report was made the Grand Jury of Cochise 
County, after due examination, indicted parties who weré be- 
lieved to be guilty of the crime of murdermg not only the boy 
Quinones, but the Fritz family, Raymond and Rafferty. 

The matter of these murders was referred by the Mexican 
Consuls at Tombstone and Tucson to his Excellency the Mex- 
ican Minister at Washington, Ceytano Romero, and by him 
referred to the State Department of the United States, by 
which Department I was requested to enter Into an examina- 
tion of the circumstances connected with the commission of 
these crimes. I visited the southern part of the Territory, in 
the month of November last, and calling to my aid citizens of 
that part of the Territory, who were acquainted with the cir- 
cumstances of the matter under investigation, I ascertained, 
and so reported to the State Department, that the crimes were 
undoubtedly committed by American outlaws. 

I also ascertained that there existed along the border, and 
in secret hiding-places of the almost inaccessible mountain 
ranges extending from Arizona to Sonora, a large number of 
the most dangerous outlaws 

In view of this fact, I earnestly urge that you cither pro- 
vide for a specific police foice, to be paid for by the Territory, 
whose duty it shall be to spy out these mountain ranges, ascei- 
tain the homes of these outlaws, and ether disband or bring 
them to justice; or, if, in your judgment, the financial condi- 
tion of the Territory will not permit the expenditure required 
to accomplish this object, that you memorialize Congress to 
instruct the proper department of our Government to place a 
force along our borders, to be maintained by the Government, 
whereby this desired object may be accomplished. 


Indians. 


At the time of delivering my message two years ago l 
‘was compelled to refer to the insecure condition of life and 
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property which had existed previous to that time, and then 
existed; because of the existence within the Territory of a 
large number of Indians, many of whom were living peaceably 
upon reservations, but others, chafing at the restraints of res- 
ervation life, were absent, and it was feared, would again raid 
upon our citizens. 

I then congratulated you upon our good fortune in again 
securmg in this Military Department the eminent ability and 
services of General George Crook, whose fame for persistent 
and successfull operations against hostile Indians had become 
national. I then said: ‘ The Indians know him and his me- 
thods, and respect both.” 

The history of General Crook’s operations, connected with 
the management of our Indians, is familiar to every man, 
woman and child in Arizona, as well as to most of the people 
of America, and requires but little recapitulation at my hands. 
His mémorable march into the almost impenetrable Sierra 
Madie Mountains of Mexico, and the bringing therefiom of 
the raiding Chiricahaus will form a page in frontier military 
history that will live as long as persistency and bravery are 
adimred by the American people. 

I cannot better illustrate the results of General Crook’s In- 
dian policy than by referring to my report to the Secretary of 
the Interior heretofore referred to, viz: 

“It would seem that all of the Indians within this Territory 
have at least concluded to accept the provisions which civili- 
zation has made for them. The policy inaugurated after the 
successful campaign of General George Crook last year has 
been most beneficial in its results 

“At the date of my last report a few of the hostiles were 
yet at large, having failed to accept the amnesty offered them 
and return to their reservation. Subsequently they all came 
in, and have since remained peacefully upon their reservation, 
engaged to an encouraging extent in agricultural and pastoral 
pursuits I hope this condition of peace may be permanent, 
yet I would recommend the continuance of the present sys- 
tem of military surveillance and joint jurisdiction of Interior

and War Departments, at least until all fear of a return by 
the Indians to former warlike habits is dispelled. I have re- 
ference particularly to those Indians occupying the San Car- 
los Reservation While so large a number who have so lately 
been hostile remain and are maintained in the midst of a 
white population so sparse more or less apprehension must be 
felt by the white settlers.” 

I would respectfully suggest to your honorable body that it 
would be a most graceful act upon your part to pass fitting 
resolutions conveying to General Crook the highest appre- 
ciation the people of Arizona have for his distinguished ser- 
vices in their behalf. 


Polygamous Mormonism 


Has assumed such proportions, and occupies that defiant atti- 
tude in the Territory, that justifies and demands the most 
stringent legal remedies. With the Legislative Department 
of the Government rests the solution of the question whether 
this blighting curse shall be fastened upon and incorporated 
into the vital interests of the Territory, or whether, as in all 
other civilized and order-loving communities, a polygamous 
relation shall be the object of severe legal condemnation 
Without proper legislation the judiciary is comparatively im- 
potent to grappel this growing evil, 

T recommend such amendment to the existing so-called 
“ Bigamy Law ” that will facilitate the impanneling of impar- 
tial jurors in the several counties to serve on the trial of cases 
of bigamy and polygamy. J would adopt the features of the 
“Edmunds Bill,” excluding from juries as incompetent any 
man who “believes in right to marry, have, live with, or co- 
habit with more than one woman as a wife at the same time.” 
l would make general reputation, cohabitation, and all other 
circumstances, which would be admissible evidence in civil 
cases, competent to be considered by the jury in the trial of 
cases for bigamy and polygamy. I would so increase the pen- 
alty for these offences as to make the punishment both fine 
and imprisonment. I would, by positive enactment, make un- 
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lawful cohabitation with more than one woman, without proof 
of any marriage ceremony, prima facia evidence of a polyga- 
mous relation, and declare the first or any other or subsequent 
wife a competent witness for the prosecution of the first or 
any other marriage ceremony or polygamous relation. In 
short, E would remove every obstruction that shortens the 
arm of the judiciary in reaching this defiant and infamous 
practice 
Immigration. 


In my message to the Twelfth Legislative Assembly, I 
called attention to the urgent necessity of encouraging and 
assisting a desirable class of immigrants to our Territory I 
again renew this suggestion, and sincerely hope the present 
session will take definite action in a matter of such vital im- 
portance,to the future growth and prosperity of Arizona. 
Other States and Territories of the west, notably Kansas, 
Nebraska, Colorado, California, Texas and Dakota, have ex- 
pended large sums for the purpose of attracting the capitalists 
and immigrants to their varied resources. 

The beneficent results of such wise legislation are seen in 
the great influx of population, and the large investment of 
capital in those States and Territories 

Arizona offers inducements second to no region of the 
West, for those who desire to establish comfortable homes, or 
seek for safe and profitable investments. 

With the exception of the several publications authorized 
by the Legislature, the most important of which were those 
edited by the Hon Patrick Hamilton, and the collection of 
Territorial products exhibited at Denver, Chicago and New 
Orleans, nothing has yet been done by the people of this ` 
Territory to call the attention of the outside world to the 
vast natural wealth and the many and varied resources of 
Arizona 

In my judgement it is time that a more regular-and com- 
prehensive system be adopted. 

The last work by Mr. Hamilton, for which an piopi i- 


ation was made by the Twelfth Legislative Assembly, was a 
17 
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thoroughly reliable and exhaustive reswme of the attractions 
and resources of this Territory. It was a credit to the author, 
and has been of material benefit to Arizona. It has had an 
extensive circulation, not only in the United States, but I 
have been informed in Great Britain and Canada. 

The favorable notices it has received from the press has 
given it a widely extended reputation. The edition author- 
ized by law was exhausted within three months. The Com- 
missioner is in daily receipt of letters from abroad, and 
informs me that he has on hand three thousand such commu- 
nications making inquiries about the advantages and the 
opportunities which this country offers to the man of means 
and the industrious settler. Many letters of similar import 
have been received by myself and other Territorial officers, 
and by citizens in all parts of Arizona. 

To meet these numerous inquiries, and give the people 
abroad reliable and trustworthy information, is in my judg- 
ment a duty which the present Legislature owe to their con- 
stituents. i 

In the rich valleys bordering the principal streams of the 
Territory are large bodies of land, as xich and productive as 
any in the West, capable, under proper conditions, of afford- 
ing homes for a large population. Immense stretches of fine 
grazing lands are yet unoccupied. Vast forests of timber are 
yet untouched While every hill and mountain range within 
our borders are treasure vaults for the precious metals. With 
all these great natural gifts there is no good- reason why Ari- 
zoná should not make rapid progress in population and 
material prosperity. 

But to bring hither that population, and develop this 
wealth, itis of primary importance that the natural resources 
of this 1egion be placed before people abroad. 

To do this successfully, an office is required in which eli- 
able facts can be gathered and classified, and the information 
needed by those seeking homes or investments sent where it 
will do our Territory the most good. 

Such an office should be prepaied to send out maps, pamph- 
lets and other data desired by people abroad. 
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It should be ready at all times to answer promptly all in- 
_quiries from pr ospective settlers, and be a ready and reliable 
“bureau, prepared to give facts to those who may seek them, 
and rightly advise arid direct immigration after arriving as 
well as before. 


Artesian Water. 


The importance of this subject in its bearings upon the 
mmprovement and prosperity of the Territory seems to be gen- 
erally appreciated. 

The action of your predecessors ın authorizing a reward of 
$3,000 to the person first finding a flowing stream of water by 
means of a genuine artesian well, has in my judgment resulted 
in much good, and has demonstrated beyond a reasonable doubt 
that artesian water may be had in many of the valleys of the 
Territory now comparatively worthless from the absence of 
springy and superficial streams. The reward was paid to Mr, 
C L Wiutney, Pinal County, he having fully complied with 
the conditions upon which 16 was authorized 
Upon this subject I have reported to the Interior Depart- 
ment as follows 
“I most earnestly suggest an appropriation by Congress to 
defiay the expense of sinking artesian wells in several of the 
higher valleys of Arizona 

“Hundreds of thousands of acres of land which would be 
exceedingly valuable for grazing and in many instances agri- 
cultural purposes, if water could be obtained, are now compar- 
atively without value to the Territory or the Government. 
Since my last report was rendered, several artesian wells have 
been bored successfully by private enterprise in some of the 
valleys of the southern portion of the Territory where the 
altitude is not great, and an ample flow of water obtained at 
a very moderate depth. 

“The Legislature of the Territory in 1875, offered a reward 
of $3,000 to the person first finding a flowing stream of water 


f by means of a genuine artesian ell The reward was claimed 
| in November, 1883, by Mr. W. J. Sanderson, of Sulphur Spring

Valley, Cochise County, Arizona; and in order to determine 
the justice of his claim I appointed a commission of highly 
compentent gentlemen, consisting of Hon E. B. Gage, Prof 
John A. Church, and Isaac E. James, Esq, to examine and 
report upon the wells bored by Mr. Sanderson The following 
is an extract from their report: 

“First That flowing water has been obtained in Sulphur 
Spring Valley by boring 

“t Second. That the wells which furnish it are true artesian 
wells, in that they derive their supply from subterranean 
sources distinct from the surface by an impervious stratum, in 
this case clay 20 to 40 feet thick 

“«Third That each of these wells inspected by them throws 
out water enough to supply 5,000 to 10,000 head of stock, and 
therefore is an important addition to the resources of the Ter- 
ritory. 

“*Fourth. That the finding of water is not accidental and 
doubtful, but is quite as regular and certain as can be expected 
of such enterprises. 

‘Fifth. That no reasonable doubt exists of the possibility 
of carrying the same system of improvement into other valleys 
of Arizonia, and thus greatly extending her means of industry: 

The deepest well bored was 83 feet. Mr. Sanderson's sue 
cess stimulated others, and several other wells are reported in 
operation in the southern portion of the Territory, notably one 
near Florence, in Pinal County, for which the reward was paid 

“ This is a subject of the utmost importance to the progres 
of Arizona, and the assistance of Congress is desired in demon. 
strating the feasibility of developing water on the uplands 
and higher valleys of the Territory, where great depth is re $E 
quired and the experiment 1s too expensive for poor settlers, 
and where under existing laws no inducement is offered to the 
rich to reclaim land by this means. The government still 
owns nearly all the table land of Arizona, and if water were 
procured on these uplands by artesian process the results | 
would far more than repay the expense, and the benefit to the 
Territory be very great.” 
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In each of my reports to the Secretary of the Interior, I 
have invited the attention of Congress to this question, and 
requested the aid of the general government in developing 
water by artesian process in this Territory; and I would 
respectfully advise that your honorable body memorialize Con- 
gress to assist in procuring water upon the uplands and higher 
valleys of the Territory by means of artesian wells bored at 
the expense of the general government, 

And I would further recommend and advise that your hon- 
orable body authorize by enactment the payment of a reward 
of $1,000 for the first permanent flowing stream procured by 
genuine artesian process in each of the valleys of the Territory 
where artesian water has not already been procured. 

I believe the advantages derived therefrom, should water 
be obtained by this means in many of our valleys, would be 
of the greatest value in advancing our industaial interests and 
fully justify the expenditure. 


Geological Survey;determining Physical Features of the Ter- 
ritory — Amount of Rainfall — Water Supply in Streams 
— Irrigation Problem —Variance of Climatic Humidity 
~—Possibilities of Cachement of Water in Reservoirs, ete. 


In my reports to the Secretary of the Interior for the year 
1883 and 1884, I invited the attention of Congress to the im- 
portance to this Territory of having its physical features 
determined by geological sutvey, and requested that suitable 
provision be made therefor. I now respectfully urge for your 
attention the great advantage which such a survey, in its 
nature both geological and geographical, and determining in 
all its bearings the present and probable future water supply, 
would be to Arizona Upon the intelligent solution of these 
questions many of the material interests of the Territory 
depend, and to havea knowledge of such important subjects 
brought clearly within the reach of our people, through the 
medium of comprehensive surveys and published reports 
thereof, would be most valuable in assisting the development 


of ou Territorial resources. 
l 


` 
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The matter of determining conclusively the full acreage of 
arable lands in the Territory, requiring irrigation and other- 
wise, and the streams and water supply at present available, 
and which can be made available by a system of reservoirs 
and ditches for the redemption of lands for agricultural pur- 
poses, as well as the probable increase in the water supply 
which may be expected from natural and artificial causes, is of 
the utmost importance to the people of Arizona, as is also an 
official geological statement of the mineralization of the Terri- 
tory, its timber supply, and the possibilities of tree culture, 
All of these propositions I find treated in an exceedingly able 
and exhaustive manner in the report of Major J. W Powell, 
geologist in charge of the United States Geographical and 
Geological Survey of the Rocky Mountain Region, upon lands 
of the arid regions of the United States, rendered in 1878. 

A survey similar in its nature, confined to the geographical 
limits of Arizona, and its deductions applied to the physical 
features of the Territories, would, in my opinion, be of almost 
incalculable’ benefit in determining questions of the utmost 
importance to our industrial interests and prosperity. I there- 
fore most earnestly recommend, your honorable body to set 
forth in a suitable memorial to Congress, the importance of 
such a survey to the Territory, and request that the authority 
‘of proper legislation be given, and sufficient appropriation be 
made by Congress to accomplish this most desirable work, I 
suggest that a proper memorial be formulated at once and for- 
warded to the Pacific Coast Senators and Representatives, with 
the request that they secure the p.oper appropriation from the 
present session of Congress, and in the event of Congress 
failing to authorize and appropriate for such a survey, it is, in 
my opinion, a fitting subject for the consideration of your hon- 
orable body, with a view to such legislative enactments as will 
secure the accomplishment of a geological survey, upon the 
most comprehensive basis possible, under Territorial auspices. 

The value of surveys of this character, the building of rese- 
voirs and the cachement of water for irrigating purposes in 
localities where at certain seasons of the year it cannot other- 
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wise be, obtained, has been thoroughly demonstrated in India, 
Italy and France, 

The determination of suitable localities, and the possibility 
of stormg water in reservoirs in different parts of this Terri- 
tory, whereby large tracts of land, now non-productive, may 


be reclaimed, would, in my judgment, be of the utmost value 
to our industrial interests. 


Water Distribution. 


Our agricultural interests are rapidly developing, and they 
are almost wholly dependent upon irrigation. Our streams 
me not numerous, and our water supply is limited. 

Vexatious questions have already arisen, and expensive liti- 
gation has in several instances been the result of conflicting 
claims to water rights. These questions will multiply as ow 
population increases and our agricultural lands become settled. 
Our Territorial laws are not comprehensive in regard to the 
most important subject of water distribution The general 
government declares the water in our streams to be the com- 
mon property of our citizens, but it behooves us to enact such 
laws lative to the distiibution and division of water as will 
prevent conflicts of title and troublesome litigation. The an- 
noymg experiences which our neighbors of California and 
Nevada have undergone in this respect, should warn us to give 
the matter earnest attention and prompt action. 

Legislation should also be had against the necessary wast- 
age of water. 

Important propositions are being considered, looking to the 
increase of our water supply and the more extensive utiliza- 
tion of what is at present available, and the enactment of 
more comprehensive and explicit laws relative to water rights 
and p.ivileges than are at present in our statute books, is, in 
my opinjon, an important subject for your consideration and 
action. I am not thoroughly convinced as to the specitic 
recommendations to make your honorable body upon the sub- 
ject, but would call your attention to the enactment of a law 
which would provide for the formation of numerous water 
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districts, and the election by the property-holders, of Water 
Commissioners, whose duty it shall bẹ to examine all ques- 
tions of the appropriation of water, the extent of the appro- 
priation, the amount of water a person is entitled to use and 
the amount’ he actually does use, and distribute to him his 
entitled amount and no more. By the adoption of this sys- 
tem, all waters would be properly utilized 


Railroads. 


The importance of increased and cheapened transportation 
facilities for developing the resources of the Territory, and 
making more valuable the properties already developed, is 
generally admitted by our citizens Upon this subject, and 
especially in reference to north and south lines, my report to 
the Secretary of the Interior treats as follows: 

Two railroads have been projected from north to south in 
the Territory, the Arizona Mineral Belt and the Central Ari- 
zona Railroad. The former has been surveyed from Winslow 
and Flagstaff, on the Atlantic & Pacific road, to Globe, in 
Gila county, connecting at Globe with a road from Tucson, a 
distance of 220 miles, through an extensive timber, mineral, 
aoricultuial and grazing i1egion. The Central Arizona has 
been surveyed from Chino Station, also on the Atlantic & 
Pacific, 154 miles west of Winslow, to Prescott, the Capital; 
fiom here it is proposed to continue it south to the rich val- 
leys of the Salt and Gila Rivers, although its southern 
terminus has not yet been determined upon. 

These roads, if constructed, will rapidly develop the re- 
sources of the Territory. Cheapened transportation will 
impart great activity to the extensive mining regions through 
which the roads will pass, an outlet and market will be fur- 
nished for the fertile agiicultural districts, and the treeless 
plains of the southern part of the Territory will receive the 
benefit of cheap coal fuel and timber and lumber from the 
north for mining and building purposes. The importance of 
the construction of these north and south lines of railroad 
through the Territory cannot be overestimated. By a system 
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of such roads the products of every section of the Territory 
would become available to every point of consumption within 
its hmit, and the large sums of money annually sent abroad 
for supplies would be retamned to increase the common capi- 
tal, and assist in the establishment of new enterprises and 
improvement of old ones The many sections at present de- 
pendent on foreign maikets to supply their requirements 
would be furnished with home productions at cheaper rates, 
and the difficulty now experienced by stock, agricultural and 
mining industries 1emote from railroads in securing foreign 
and domestic markets for their products would be overcome. 

With such increased transportation facilities the bullion 
output of the Territory alone would be greatly increased, as 
the reduced cost of obtaining machinery and material re- 
quired in the working of the mines would convert hundreds 
of properties, which cannot under the existing condition of 
affars be worked with profit, into bullion producers, and dis- 
tnet» now sparsely populated and almost unknown would in 
ashort time become prosperous and wealthy communities I 
would suggest for the consideration of Congress in this con- 
nection that the Government aid in the construction of these 
roads by granting to the companies constructing them such 
of the public lands as are available for this purpose within 
reasonable boundary rest ions along the line proposed, con- 
ditioned that settlers shall have the same privileges of pur- 
chase and settlement upon these lands when they shall have 
become the property of the railroad companies that are now 
accorded to settlers by the Government, and said railroad 
companies shall not have power to withhold from purchase 
and settlement or to chaige a higher price per acre than is 
now charged by the Government 

The importance of this subject to the material interests of 
the Territory must be apparent to all, and it would seem fit- 
ting that the consideration of your honoral è body be given 
to this matter of north and south roads, with a view to facili- 
tating their construction, and advancing the best interests of 
the Territory , and, where it would appear necessary and ad-

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visable in furthering and hastening the construction of said rail- 
roads, into and through portions of the Territory where their 
advent would be plainly of great benefit to the commonwealth, 
I would suggest that Congress be memorialized to grant to the 
companies constructing these roads such of the public lands as 
are available for this purpose within reasonable boundary re- 
strictions, and upon the conditions named in my report to the 
Secretary of the Interior And inasmuch as the question of 
aid, under Legislative enactment and appropriation by the 
counties through which these north and south lines are pro- 
posed to be constructed, has been thoroughly discussed by the 
press and people of the. Territory, and will no doubt be pre- 
sented for your consideration and action, and in the event it 
is deemed wise and expedient by your honorable body to 
grant, by Legislative act, aid to the construction of these pro- 
posed lines of 10ad, or either of them, by the counties in and 
through which they are proposed to be constructed, I would 
respectfully suggest that the law, if any be framed granting 
aid to the construction of a railroad or railroads in and through 
certain counties of the Territory, name a specific sum per 
mile to be given in bonds for each and every mile of railroad 
which may be properly constructed and equipped, and the 
Board of Supervisors of the counties wherein the aid is appro- 
priated, be required to pay the sum per mile which may be 
stipulated in the act only when a certain number of miles of 
road are properly constructed and in readiness for operation 
And that the corporation or individual jirst building a railroad 
shall receive the amount per mile in bonds, which the counties 
agree to give, und no other. 

And I would suggest that in reference to the sum per mile 
to be voted in aid, ‘that discrimination be made in the Act as 
to the gauge of the roads proposed to be constructed, and that 
a narrow-gauge receive less per mile than a standard-gauge. 
In outlining the foregoing method of legislation for your con- 
sideration, I have had in view the matter of competition be- 
tween corporations and individuals who may be desirous of 
availing themselves of the provisions of such legislation, as 
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well as the protection of the interests of the counties granting 
the aid. h 

The justice of this proposition is evident in the fact that 
unless a railroad is constructed, no money will be paid or debt 
incurred by the counties And the corporation or individual 
fast constructing a railroad within the counties, and to and 
from the points named in the act, and in compliance therewith, 
will be fully assured of receiving the sum per mile agreed to 
be paid 


Territorial Prison. 


I have visited the Territorial Penitentiary at Yuma, and by 
personal inspection have assured myself of the thorough disci- 
pline of the prison, the health and comfort of its inmates, the 
faithfulness and efficiency of its officers, the valuable improve- 
ments which have been made in the construction and enlagre- 
ment of the institution, and the thoroughly systematic and 
economic manner in which its affairs have been conducted by 
the management. During my visit, m the month of Novem- 
ber, 1884, I made a thorough examination into the condition 
of the prison, as well as the administration of its affairs, and 
was gratified to tind everything deserving unqualified approval 
It is evident that the Board of Prison Commissioners, Messrs. 
Gage, Davis and Coats, have discharged their official duties 
with exceptional ability and fidelity, and to the best interests 
of the Teriitory , and that Superintendent F. S Ingalls has in 
every sense fulfilled the requirements of his office, in a manner 
highly creditable to himself, and deserving the umeserved 
commendations of our citizens 

The improvements which have been made in the prison 
buildings and surroundings are substantial and valuable. The 
board fence which formerly enclosed the structure has been 
about two-thirds replaced by an adobe wall, 361 feet in length, 
8 feet thick and 16 feet high, with a stone wall foundation 
averaging five feet in height. Convenient stations for guards 
have been, constructed to prevent escapes, sixteen new cells 
have been added to the main building, and have been entirely 
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completed, and the iron work of eight additional cells is fin- 
ished, and the cells ready to be placed and walled in. 


These cells will accommodate six persons each, but to avoid 
overcrowding, but four prisoners are placed in a cell. When 
these cells are all completed, the capacity of the prison will 
be 160. A commodious residence for the Prison Superin- 
tendent has also been constructed All of these inprove-, 
ments have been effected almost entirely by prison labor, 
The material for constructing, such as building stone, adobes 
cement, mortar, etc, have heen found or manufactured within 
the prison grounds, and by means of tramways, improvised 
derricks, and other contrivances, put in place without the 
expense of outside labor The fact of all this work having 
been performed by prisoners, the master mechanic coming 
from the prison rolls, and Superintendent Ingalls acting in 
the capacity of superintendent of construction, without extra 
compensation, has effected a very great saving to the Tern- 
tory, and reflects much credit upon the prison management. 


A new pumping machine has been placed in position for 
supplying the institution with water, while additional precau- 
tions have been taken to prevent escapes, one of the most im- 
portant being a Lowell battery gun planted in a position com- 
manding the main mode of egress, as well as of the grounds 
without the walls where prisoners are at work making adobe 
The contracts for prison supplies for the last two years have 
been let at very favorable prices. 


According to the report of the Board of Prison Commis- 
sioners, the average daily expense per capita for maintaining 
prisoners at the Penitentiary during the past year has been 
reduced to, $1 26, which would seem to clearly demonstrate 
economical management. 


According to the report of Superintendent Ingalls, there 
were in confinement, October 31, 1884, 135 prisoners There 
had been received during the year 83 prisoners, and there had 
been discharged from the prison during the year 54 prisoners, 
as follows:

The general heaitn of the prisoners is good, although I find 
from the Prison Physician’s report that on October 31, 1884, 
there were 13 prisoners undergoing treatment for various dis- 
eases and unable to work. 

In reference to the health of prisoners and care of the sick, 
I found the hospital accommodations of the prison sadly de- 
fective and inadequate, and I earnestly concur in the recom- 
mendations of the Board of Prison Commissioners embodied 
in their report, which I submit herewith, “ that your honor- 
able body authorize and provide for the construction of a de- 
tached and commodious ward, with all the modern con- 
veniences and appliances, also, a well arranged and comfort- 
able dispensary and quarteis for the attending physician ” 

The sanitary advantages of Yuma as a prison location are 
exceptionally good 

The completion of the improvements now in progress at 
the Penitentiary will, at an early day, leave nothing compar- 
atively for the prisoners to do, and a period of forced idleness 
will result It has been the opinion of the most experienced 
prison authorities that confinement without occupation has a 
demoralizing tendency upon the prisoner. I would therefore 
respectfully suggest, that for the purpose of furnishing em- 
ployment to our convicts and with a view to making our Terri- 
torial Prison, to a certain extent, self sustaining, that provision 
be made for the instruction of the prisoners confined in the 
Penitentiary at Yuma in such skilled labor,as can be demon- 
strated to be most suitable and profitable I would suggest 
that primarily, they be taught the trades of shoemaking, tail- 
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oring and cabinet making, and that the manufacture of cheap 
furniture be engaged ın at the prison Later, upon investiga- 
tion, it may be found advisable to manufacture other articles 
than those enumerated. The Territory would by this means 
be aided in the maintenance of convicts, and the prisoner, after 
having acquired either-of the trades named, would be fitted, 
upon. regaining his freedom, to earn an honest livelihood, and 
would therein be afforded an inducement for industrious ap- 
plication and reformation I would also recommend that the 
proper prison officials be authorized to allow each convict a 
small sum of money per month for each month of labor in the 
prison during confinement, providing that in no case the sum 
so paid shall exceeq fifty dollars, payment to be made upon 
the prisoner's discharge from the prison, and to be conditioned 
upon his continuous good conduct. Such a measure would 
encourage the prisoner to industry and good behavior, and 
would furnish him means to travel beyond the immediate 
vicinity of the prison upon his discharge. 

I would further suggest an appropriation of not less than 
two hundred and fifty dollars for the putpose of purchasing 
books and establishing a prison library. 

I forward herewith the report of the Honorable Board of 
Prison Commissioners for the year 1884, which I commend 
to your consideration as an able and comprehensive state- 
ment of the affairs of our Territorial Prison, and I fully 
concur in the recommendations made by the Board, con- 
tained therein 


The Denver and Chicago Expositions 


The system of advertising a country’s resources through the 
medium of interstate and international expositions has been 
demonstrated as a most successful method of attracting im- 
migration and capital, and has met with almost universal fa- 
vor. Asa means of exhibiting the products of the different 
countries and States, and extending ım all directions a correct 
knowledge of their resources, these expositions are invaluable. 
Opportunities are afforded to people from all parts of the 
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world to acquire by personal observation information which 
they could not otherwise obtain 

Our people have not been backward in availing themselves 
of invitations to present the varied and extensive resources of 
Arizona at these popular exhibitions, and the results have 
been in the highest degree gratifying 

The first systematic display of our mineral products was 
made at the Denver Exposition in 1882, and was of great 
benefit to the Territory in attracting capital for investment in 
our mines. 

The exhibit was most ably arranged and presented by 
Prof John A. Church, a gentleman of the highest ability, 
who expended largely of his private means in promoting the 
success of the enterprise 

In my message to your predecessors, I expressed my grati- 
fication at the manner in which our resources had been pre- 
sented at Denvei, and requested that appropriation be made 
to reimburse Professor Church for the expenditures made by 
him in the Tertitory’s behalf 

The necessary appropriation was made for this purpose, 
but no provision was made for the exigencies of the future, 
and no funds were available for the disposition of the Terri- 
torial exhibit, which remained at Denver. 

In 1883, extensive preparations were made for an exposition 
of the mining and industrial interests of the country, also at 
Denver, Colorado, and it was proposed to be conducted. upon 
a very comprehensive scale 

Arizona was again invited to present a collection of her 
products for exhibition, and although no funds had been pro- 
vided by the Legislature to meet the expense of collecting and 
forwarding a representative exhibit of our products, I deemed 
it of greatest importance that Arizona should occupy a credit- 
able place atthe exposition, and I so represented to the people 
of the Territory. As a disposition was shown on the part of 
many of our citizens to contribute funds and representative 
products to aid in the preparation of a suitable collection in 
addition to the mineral exhibit already at Denver, I appointed 
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two Commissioners to take charge of and present the same at 
the Exposition without any promise of compensation, how- 
ever. Mr. Douglas Grey was appointed to represent the 
southern and Mr. Frank M. Murphy the northern districts of 
the Territory. They proceeded energetically to collect and 
forward articles for exhibition, and upon the opening of the 
Exposition went in person to arrange and present the same. 
Their services were in the highest degree satisfactory. The 
mineral exhibit of this Territory was admitted to'be the best, 
and in my opinion no more faithful and efficient Commission- 
ers could have been selected. They were untiring in their 
efforts to advance the interests of their Territory, and I am 
satisfied that much good has resulted to Arizona from their 
labors 

After the benefits of the Denver Exposition had become 
lessened by decreased attendance, Commissioners Gray and 
Murphy secured the removal of Arizona's valuable exhibit 
from Denver to Chicago, and placed it in the Exposition, 
which was then in progress in that city, where it daily attract- 
ed the attention of many thousands of people, and received 
many flattering notices from the newspapers throughout the 
country. The value of these Expositions to the Territory in 
advertising our resources and inducing immigration is incal- 
culable. 

At the close of the Exposition in Chicago, the Commis- 
sioners returned to the Territory and left the collection in 
charge of the Exposition management to be again exhibited 


in 1884, 


Ihave been informed by Messrs Gray and Murphy that the 
contributions of funds by the citizens of the Territory were 
wholly inadequate to defray the actual expenses of the Com- 
missioners while performing these duties for the Territory, 
and that it became necessary for them to expend considerable 
sums from their private means. 

It would hardly seem just that these men who so ably ser- 
ved the Territory for so many months without compensation, 
should do, so at considerable pecuniary loss 
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I would therefore recommend that provision be made to 
reimburse them for the amounts they expended in excess of 
the sums subscribed by the citizens. 


The World’s Fair at New Orleans. 


Gn December 16, 1884, the greatest Exposition which has 
yet been projected in America, or perhaps in any country, was 
opened at New Orleans, La, to visiting thousands from all 
parts of the world 

As an exhibition of the actual products of the country it is 
said by competent judges to stand far ahead of the Philadel- 
phia Exposition of 1876 Many foreign countries, and every 
State and Territory of the Union except Utah, are represen- 
ted 

When the o1iginal prospectus of the enterprise was issued 
requesting the participation of this Territory, I recognized in 
the proposed Exposition the greatest opportunity which had yet 

“been offered to Arizona for exhibitmg to the world her wealth 
of natural resources, and although there were no funds pro- 
vided by the Territory for preparing and forwarding a collec- 
tion of our products, I signified my desire to have the Terri- * 
tory represented, aud in compliance with the Act of Congress 
by which the Exposition was authorized, and which named 
the manner in which representatives were'to be appomted, I 
recommended to the President for appomtment, Fiank M. 
Murphy as Commissioner for the Territory, and Douglas Gray 
as Alternate Commissioner, and they were accordingly ap- 

, pointed. 

I recommended these gentlemen on account of their fitness,’ 
and in appreciation of their meritorious services at Denver 
and Chicago, where they had served efficiently without com- 
pensation I was satisfied that Mi. Murphy, as Commissioner, 
would do everything possible, with the facilities at his com- 
mand, to advance the interests of the Territory, and I was 
_ also confident, that in the event of his inability to serve, 
Alternate Commissioner Gray would meet the requirements 
of the position with equal ability. 
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The Commissioners entered upon the discharge of their 
duties at once; circulars were published and distributed call- 
ing upon the people to contribute articles for exhibition, and 
although it was not clear where funds would be obtained with 
which to defray expenses, nothing was left undone that could 
be done with the facilities at hand. Commissioner Murphy 
adopted the system of appointing Local Commissioners to 
represent the different counties of the Territory, to be selected 
by the people of the districts in which they lived, and by this 
means impartial representation was assured to all localities 
The Commissioners visited all the principal mining camps 
and agricultural districts, and gave their personal attention to 
the collection of a creditable exhibit, suitable space was 
secured at the Exposition, and no detail was omitted to obtain 
for Arizona every advantage possible to be secured. The val- 
uable collection on exhibition at Chicago was removed to New 
Orleans Glass cases were purchased in which to display 
valuable minerals Free transportation was obtained for the 

entire collection, except that which was forwarded from Chi- 
cago, and everything possible was done to make the exhibit 
in the highest degree advantageous to the Territory. 

The Commissioner visited New Orleans and Chicago pre- 
vious to the opening, and attended in person to all preliminary 
arrangements, also superintended the unpacking and placing 
of the collection at New Orleans, and surprising as it may 
perhaps appear, our Territory is credited, by competent judges 
and representative papers, as having the most attractive and 
valuable mineral exhibit at the great Exposition, except, pos- 
sibly, that of the Republic of Mexico; with which to accom- 
plish this very flattering result the only funds placed at the 
disposition of the Commissioner were provided by the Expo- 
sition management, from moneys advanced to them by the 
general Government The amount placed to the credit of 
Commissioner Murphy was $4,000, the sum originally named 
was $5,000, but $1,000 was retained by the management for 
construction purposes on behalf of the Territory The same 
provision was made by the management for the other States 
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and Territories, but in addition thereto they have in most 
cases appropriated large sums to aid their Commissioners in 
properly accomplishing the duties assigned to them. I am 
informed by Commissioner Murphy that the funds which 
were placed at his disposal are exhausted, that several bills 
for printing and other expenses yet remain unpaid; that in 
some cases local Commissioners have expended their private 
funds in aid of the enterprise, which should be reimbursed ; that 
the Exposition has but just begun, and that money is required 
to defray the expenses of Commissioners in properly conduct- 
ing our exhibit during its continuance, and that means should 
be provided for circulating at the Exposition such books and 
pamphlets as are most suitable in disseminating knowledge of 
our Territorial advantages and resources 

I respectfully recommend that a sufficient appropriation be 
made to defray expenses attending the interests of Arizona at 
the Exposition, already incurred and remaining unpaid, and 
the necessary expense of properly conducting the exhibit dur- 
ing the continuance of the Fair, including the expense attend- 
ing the purchase and distribution at New Orleans of such 
books and pamphlets upon the resources of the Territory as 
would be the most serviceable Also that your honorable body 
determine the disposition to be made of the collection at the 
termination of the Fair. 

While in my opinion it would be proper to allow the Com- 
missioners reasonable compensation for their time, in regard to 
that I refrain from making any recommendation That their 
necessary expenses should be paid, however, and the money 
expended from their private funds made good, is a matter of 
simple justice 

The Territory has acquired, with but nominal expense, a 
collection of representative products, the intrinsic value of 
which is at least $50,000, and the benefits derived from its 
exhibition in attracting immigration and capital are incalcul- 
able I most earnestly suggest that such action be taken by 
your honorable body as will ensure to the Territory the con- 
tinued valuable exhibition of our resources abroad. 
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Territorial Fair. 


During the past year the “ Arizona Industrial Exposition 
Association ” was organized and held its first Annual Fair at 
Phoenix, Maricopa County, in the month of November, which 
resulted in a most successful exhibition of our Territorial pro- 
ducts The advantage of such meetings in stimulating our 
citizens to improvement in the quality of our agricultural pro- 
ducts, encouraging the development of better breeds of cattle 
and horses, and causing laudable competition among our people 
was plainly demonstrated at the November meeting. 

I would suggest for the consideration of your honorable 
body the continuance of these exhibitions under the auspices 
of the Territory, and that the necessary provision be made for 
holding annually a Territorial Fair, and that such aid be grant- 
ed in promoting the enterprise as may by your honorable body 
be deemed expedient 


Educutional Matters 


The report of the Superintendent of Public Instruction, 
which I forward to your honorable body in manuscript form, 
is a most complete statement of the condition and conduct of 
our schools, and I commend it to your cdreful consideration. 

It not only contains full information in regard to all the 
details of our educational system, but it recommends many 
important corrections in our school laws No subject is more 
important, and I trust that so far as possible, legislation will 
be had to remedy existing defects The report shows the gen- 
eral condition of our educational atfairs to be good, and that a 
fair degree of progress has been made 

“During the last two years seventeen new districts have 
been organized and twenty school-houses have been erected. 

“The amount received from county and district taxes, fines 
and licenses has increased $95,559 38. 

“The amount received from the Territorial School Fund has 
increased $8,951.88. The total receipts of school funds from all 
sources has increased $104,511.26. The total valuation of school 
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property is $96,133.40 more than it was one year ago. These 
figures show that the school interests have kept pace with the 
general progress of the Territory.” 

I concur in the recommendations of the Superintendent in 
reference to creating the office of County Superintendent, inde- 
pendent of the office of Probate Judge, limiting the discretion 
of the School Trustees, and changing time of their election, 
and amending the law regarding the manner of levying county 
school tax by Board of Supervisors. I consider these changes 
in the regulation of our school affairs as especially desirable, 
The other recommendations contained in the Superintendent’s 
report also, in my judgment, suggest important improvements 
in the educational system of the Territory. 


Territorial University. 

Under the Act of February, 1881, Congress granted to the 
Territory of Arizona seventy-two sections of public lands for 
“University purposes.” The Superintendent of Public In- 
struction for the Ter1itory made the following selection of sec- 
tions in the northeastern part of Yavapai County. They were, 
at the time the selections were made, December, 1882, covered 
with the finest pine timber in the Territory. 

Sections 2, 8, 10 and 12, 18, 14, 20, 22, 24, 30, 28, 26, 32, 34, 
Township 20 North, Range 5 East. 

Sections 2, 4, 8, 10, 12, 18, 14, 20, 22, 30, 28, 26, 32 and 34, 
Township 20 North, Range 6 East 

Sections 4, 6 and 18, Township 20 North, Range 7 East.

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After considerable correspondence, the Superintendent of 
Public Instruction of the Territory was informed by the au- 
thorities of the Land Office at Washington that the sections 
selected had been withdrawn from the market, in compliance 
with the Act of February 18, 1881, and were at the disposal of 
the Territory for University purposes. It has since transpired 
that, although the proper action was taken at Washington, the 
Register of the Land Office of the District of Prescott, not 
having been instructed on the subject, made no note upon the 
books and plats of his oftice at the time these selections were 
made, and filings by pre-emption and homestead have been 
entered upon many of the sections selected, as will be seen 
from the following statement of the Register :

While the authorities of the Land Department will doubt- 
less displace the parties who have filed upon these reserved 
sections and protect the Territory in title thereto, it may be 
that in many instances the lands filed upon have been wholly 
or partially denuded of their timber and their value greatly 
reduced thereby, in which case othe: sections in their stead 
should be secured to the territory. 

I would respectfully suggest that the Superintendent of 
Public Instruction be authorized to act as University Land 
Agent on behalf of the Territory, and that suitable provision 
be made to cover the expense of an inspection by him of these 
reserved sections, with a view to ascertaining their value and 
the best means of sceming to the Territory the full benefit of 
the selections originally made for University purposes, and 
that such other provision be made as may be deemed by your 
honorable body most expedient to secure at an early day the 
establishment of a Territorial University at such place as 


would in your judgment best subserve the educational inter- 
ests of the Territory 


School Lands. 


In my report to the Secretary of the Interior for the 
year 1883, I referred to the school lands of the Territory as 
follows : 

“I would suggest for the consideration and action of Con- 
gress that the same advantages in reference to the disposition 
of the ‘sixteenth and thirty-sixth sections in every township 
of our public lands granted to assist in. defraying educational 
expenses, now enjoyed by the States, be granted to the Terri- 
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tories as well Being deprived of this great advantage on 
account of our Territorial condition, the expense of our edu- 
cational system falling upon our citizens by direct taxation is 
burdensome. It may be many years before our population 
will warrant admission as a State, yet our educational inter- 
ests must not be neglected. I most earnestly invite the atten- 
tion of Congress to this subject, and respectfully urge such 
favorable legislation as will place us on an equal footing with 
the States of the Union in this particular. I would also sug- 
gest that as a large proportion of the sixteenth and thirty- 
sixth sections of school lands fall upon desert and mountain- 
ous localities, and are worthless, some provision should imme- 
diately be made hy Congress whereby the Territory should be 
enabled to select other lands—valuable sections—in lieu of 
the worthless ones, as was done in the case of the State of 
Nevada. If this 1s not done, the settlers, by pre-emption and 
other methods, will appropriate all the desirable land in the 
Territory, and the school fund will be so insignificant when 
we become'a State as to be of little value to our citizens.” 

I earnestly recommend that yonr honorable body memori- 
alize Congress to grant to the Territory of Arizona the same 
advantages in reference to the disposition of the sixteenth 
and thirly-sixth sections in every township of our public 
lands as are now enjoyed by the States, and that where these 
sections fall upon barren and worthless lands that others may 
he selected and reserved in their stead. 

I would suggest for your consideration that this subject is 
one of sufficient importance to justify the appointment on the 
part of the Territory of a land agent, at a nominal salary, to 
act: in conjunction with our delegate to Congress to secure 
from the Government the advantages of complete or part 
ownership of -our school lands for educational purposes, and 
the privilege of exchanging worthless for valuable sections. 


Financial Condition of the Territory 


The reports of the Territorial Auditor and- Treasurer here- 
with contain full and detailed information in regard to the 
financial status of the Territory. 2 


` 
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While the expenditures of the last two years have been 
laige, no evidence appears of extravagance in any department 
of our Territorial Government. 

The expense of maintaining the Territorial Prison, and cost 
of prison improvements, together with the expense attending 
the care of our insane, amount to more than half of the entire 
expenditures for Territorial purposes This would seem exces- 
sive, but it is not clear wherein these expenses could have 
been reduced, The possibility of establishing more economical 
systems in managing prison affairs and the care of the insane 
is a proper subject for your consideration 

And 1t 3s proper that such careful investigation of the Ter- 
ritory’s financial condition be had as will discover what, if 
any, measures of retienchment consistent with proper econ- 
omy are necessary. 

In the opinion of the Auditor, the necessary expenses at- 
tending the proper conduct of Territorial affairs for the next 
two years, will require increased taxation to meet them, and 
his reasons therefor, together with his estimates of necessary 
expenditures are embodied in his report, to which your con- 
sideration is requested. 

It is possible, howeve1, that such reforms may be effected 
in the manner of fixing values, assessing and collecting taxes, 
as will save the necessity of mcreased taxation. 

To these subjects your careful attention is invited. 


Taxation 


The question of taxation 1s one of manifold perplexities. 
It is a proposition that 1s gonstantly changing, It affects 
every material interest of the commonwealth, and is depend- 
ent upon many conditions 

To meet without extravagance the requirements of good 
government, and at the same time secure to the whole people 
the maximum financial benefits of industrial progress, is the 
problem the solution of which taxation most affects. It does 
not necessarily follow that because the rate of taxation is 
high that financial interests are depressed, or that there have 
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been useless and reckless expenditures of public funds, or ex- 
travagant legislation in any direction whatever. 

Extensive public improvements, while they add to the sub- 
stantial wealth of the Territory must primarily increase tax- 
ation. 


A liberal legislative policy to encourage immigration and 
capital may temporarily increase the rate of taxation, but if 
the legislation be consistent, increased assessable property will 
subsequently lower the rate. 

The taxes in this Territory are burdensome, which may be 
ascribed to causes independent of legislation for public im- 
provements, or measures for the inducement of immigration , 
and itis proper that an investigatidn be had of our tax sys- 
tem, with a view to accomplishing desirable changes It is 
stated that sufficient attention is not given to the matter of 
valuations , that many inequalities ! xist, especially in regard 
to such property as may be easily transferred from one locali- 
ty to another; that the matter of collecting delinquent 
taxes is not properly attended to, and that the present system 
of equalization is not sufficiently thorough. 

It has been suggested that the fees and salaries of county 
officials, court expenses, etc., are excessive, and improvements 
have been recommended in the method of assessing and col- 
lecting taxes, in that the office of County Assessor should be 
created, and an Assessor elected in each cuunty to serve for 
the same compensation now received by the Sheriffs for the 
work of assessing: and that the County Treasurers should 
collect the taxes without increased compensation, above what 
they now receive. P 

With reference to this subject, I respectfully recommend a ' 
most thorough investigation by your honorable body with a 
view of determining the best mode of levying taxes, and fix- 
ing values, whereby all property may be reached, and with 
reference also to such legislation relative to the economical 
collection and distribution of our Territorial revenues, as may 
be in your judgment most advisable. 

I believe that if the Territory had officers whose duties es-

pecially related to the fixing of values and the assessment of 
property that sufficient property could be ascertamned in the 
Territory to obviate the necessity of the increased taxation 
which in the opinion of the Territorial Auditor will be re- 
quisite to meet the necessary expenditures for the next two 

’ years. 

Territorial Militia 


I deem it of much importance that some provision be made 
to establish more completely and permanently the Militia of 
-the Territory. 

Our civilization is new. Conflicts are liable to arise at any 
time, and publie disorder be fomented by the lawless elements 
who are in antagonism with honest industry and labor. Our 
militia is for the protection of the best interests ofall Itis 
therefore both wise and economical to make suitable prepara- 
tion for the maintenance of good order, and the suppression of 
such outbreaks as may occur too formidable to be controlled 
by the civil authorities. 

I respectfully recommend for the purpose of encouraging _ 
the militia organization of the Territory, and promoting their 
greater efficiency, that such enactment be had as will empower 
the Board of County Supervisors in the various counties 
where militia companies have been formed, to rent suitable 
halls or rooms to be used by the companies as drill rooms and 
armories, and that such other legislation be had for the pur- 
pose of improving the effectiveness of our militia service as 
would be, in the judgment of your honorable body, most 
appropriate. 

For the purpose of encouraging competition among the com- 
panies, and creating more interest in military training, in the 
month of December, 1884, as commander-in-chief of the Ter- 
ritorial militia, I published an order for a 


Competitive Drill, 


To take place at Prescott, February 22, 1885, between such of 
the militia companies as desire to take part, in squads of not 
less than ten men from each company, and personally offered 
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the sum of fifty dollars to the successful company — the 
money to be used in purchasing a suitable trophy, ete 

Some provision on the part of the Territory for rewarding 
successful competition of this nature, thé exercises to take 
place on public holidays, by the awarding of medals, ete , cost- 
ing but a small sum, would in my judgment, be beneficial to 
the service . 


Inspection of Territorial Militia. 


In order to obtain full information in regard to the condition 
of the property of the Territorial militia, and the efficiency of 
the different companies, I issued the following order for an 
inspection .

Srir—You are hereby authorized to act in the capacity of 
Inspector-General of the Termtory of Arizona, and m that 
capacity inspect all arms, accioutrements, ordnances, and other 
military stores and property belonging to the Territory or be- 
longing to the Government of the United States and heretofore 
loaned to the Territory of Arizona, and to report in detail the 
number and quantity of thé same now on hand; the several 
places were stored, and in whose custody, and the condition 
thereof. You will also inspect the several militia companies 
organized in the Territory, and report in detail as to the con- 
dition and efficiency of the same. You will require all com- 
missioned officers who are not connected with any organized 
company to surrender their commissions, and all military 
properties under their control*to you, and, in all instances 
where property is held by any officer who has not already ex- 
ecuted a bond therefor, require a bond in the usual form or the 
surrender of such property. In all cases where arms o1 other 
military property are held by imperfectly organized companies 
or officers thereof you will require such companies to be com- 
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pletely organized and put. in efficient condition, or the arms 
and other property held by them and the commissions of such 
officers surrendered

While the question of compensation may not be considered 
I respectfully request that provision be made to defray the 
actual expenses of the inspecting officer while performing this 
duty. 
Protection to Cattle Owners. 


Legislation should be had, in my judgment, prohibiting the 
importation of diseased cattle into the Territory, and provis- 
ion be made for putting «into operation an effective law in 
relation thereto l 

During the prevalence of the Texas cattle fever last summer, 
much apprehension was felt among stock-men that the disease 
might be communicated to the cattle of this Territory, and the 
question of establishing a quarantine against the admission of 
cattle from Texas was raised The acting Governor, H M 
Van Arman, at the earnest request of prominent cattle-men, 
issued a proclamation interdicting the admission of Texas cat- 
tle into the Territory for a limited period, thereby releving 
the apprehension of contagion 

There ıs no provision of law at present authorizing such 
action, and I would respectfully recommend the passage of 
such enactments by your Honorable Body as will best meet 
the requirements of the stock interests of the Territory in 
this respect. 

i County Board of Supervisors 


I would respectfully recommend that provision be made for 
the election of five Supervisors in each county, instead of 
three as the law now provides 

And that five separate districts be established in each county, 
to be classed road districts, and that ın addition to the duties 
now performed by the Supervisors, they be required to have 
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charge and supervision of the roads in the districts which 
they are elected to represent. 

And that each Supervisor be .iequired to personally 
supervise the maintenance and repair of the roads m his 
district i 

In a new country like ours, the condition of our public 
roads has a very important bearing upon the comfort and 
convenience of out people, as well as the promotion of our 
business interests, and in my opinion should be carefully 
looked after 


Right to Fill Vacancy in Office of Probate Judge. 


In reference to this subject, I renew the suggestions con- 
tained in my message to your predecessors, as follows 

“ There is now a conflictin regard to the right to fill a vacan- 
cy, if such should ocem in the office of Probate Judge When 
the office was made an elective one, the power to fill a vacancy 
was intended to be taken from the Governor and supposed to 
1est with the Board of Supervisors. The statutory provi- 
sions contradict their right to appoint, aud it now seems to 
rest under that general provision of Section 12, Chapter XIIL, 
Complied Laws, which permits the Governor to appoint when 
no othe: provision of law exists. I respectfully submit that 
the power to appoint should be placed by legal enactment” 


Coroners and Public Administrators 


a 


I submit for your consideration that the law relative to the 
election of Coroners and Public Administrators is at present 
indefinite. According to the letter of the statutes, two Cor- 
oners and one Public Administrator are required to be elected 
in each county at each general election. This would hardly 
seem to be the intent of the law, as but one person is gener- 
ally elected by each county to serve in the dual capacity of 
Coroner and Public Administrator. An amendment specifically 
determining the intention of the statutes in this connection is 
suggested. i 


i 
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Per Diem and Mileage to Witnesses in Criminal Cases. 


I recommend the enactment of a law granting mileage to 
witnesses in criminal cases. 

It is, in my judgment, a hardship to require a man to leave 
his home and business and remain in attendance upon the 
Courts, sometimes for weeks at his own expense, and without 
compensation; and it is especially so where the witness is 
a poor man. 

Such a law would be in the interest of justice and good 
society Men who witness crime would not be tempted to 
seal their lips for thé reason that they cannot afford to go to 
Court and give testimony, and the taxpayer who contributes 
to the expense necessary to make this provision is simply 
protecting his own interests, 

‘Lens 


I recommend thé enactment of such amendments to the 


existing lien laws upon our statutes, as will better protect the 
laborer and mechanic, and secure to them more speedy pay- 
ment for labor performed. 

I also recommend the enactment of a lien law for stable- 
keepers, whereby they may be secured for the keeping of stock 
without a specific contract. 


Fourth United States Judge, and Increase of Compensation 
to Judges. 


I most earnestly recommend that Congress be memorialized 
to appomt another Judge for this Territory The extent of 
each of the three Judicial Districts, as at present formed, is 
very great, and the labor of the Judges is steadily increasing. 
The demand for the ar ‘ nt of another Judge in Arizona 
has been felt for ~ al yours, and the recommendation has 
been previously urged upon the attention of Congress. 

And I would also urge upon Congress, by memorial, that 
owing to the extraordinary labor performed by the United 
States Judges in this Territory, the large districts over which 
they are called to preside, claiming the entire attention and 
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time of said Judges in the performance of their official duties, 
the heavy expenditure necessary for payment of expenses of 
traveling from points remote from each other within their dis- 
tricts where terms of Court are held, and the very heavy ex- 
penses required of them in this Territory to support their 
familhes, the salary which they now receive should be increased 


from $3,000 to $5,000 per year. 


Room for Use of Supreme Court. 


It has been stated to me by the Judges that it would be de- 
sirable and convenient for them to have a room furnished for 
their use in the new City Hall at Prescott, in which to hold 
the Supreme Court sessions Particularly as the Territorial 
Library, to which reference by them is frequently necessary, 
is kept in that buildmg 

I would suggest, therefore, that provision be made by your 
Assembly to rent from the city authorities of Prescott a rocm 
in the City Hall suitable for the purposes named. 


The Insane. 


No condition of mankind is more unfortunate than where 
reason is dethroned And the utter helplessness in which the 
victim suffers invokes and deserves our most earnest sym- 
pathy. 

It should be the aim of all good citizens to encourage the 
preparation of facilities for the care of this afflicted class, not 
only where they may receive kind treatment, suitable food 
and clothing, but where their disease may receive the atten- 
tion of the most accomplished professional skill. - 

In reference to the insane of this Territory, I submit here- 
with for your consideration, in manuscript form, the report of 
Dr. A Clark, of the Pacific Asylum, Stockton, where the in- 
sane patients of Arizona are maintained, and the report of Dr. 
F. K. Ainsworth, as follows.

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Report of Dr. F K. Ainsworth.

I have the honor to acknowledge the receipt of the follow 
ing communication -

“My DEAR Sir—If possible, I desire that you visit the Pri- 
vate Insane Asylum of Dr. Asa Clark, at Stockton, and ascer- 
tain, by personal observation and examination as fully as your 
time will permit, the physical and mental condition of the pa- 
tients under Dr Clark’s care from the Territory of Arizona— 
with a view of reporting the result of your investigation for 
my information. ° F. A. TRITLE,

And I respectfully"report that in compliance with the above, 
on October 25, 1884. I visited the Pacific Asylum of Stockton, 
the designated Asylum for the insane of Arizona, and as thor- 
oughly acquainted myself with the sanitary surroundings of 
the patients, their physical and mental conditions, as my time 
permitted While it is possible to determine gross vices in 
the sanitary arrangements of an asylum in one inspection, and 
approximately ascertain the physical condition of a patient at 
one visit, it is nearly impossible, in many cases, to reach an 
accurate diagnosis of his mental condition, or give a prognosis 
of much value. 

For this reason I have depended largely upon the statements 
of Dr. Clark in assigning the patients to their respective 
classes 

A careful inspection of the Asylum and its surroundings 
clearly demonstrated that there is little to be desired in the 
line of sanitary improvements. There are at present few, if 
any inmates, other than those from this Territory and conse- 
quently no overcrowding of wards asis but too frequently 
the case in such institutions. The general diet of the patients 
is far better than that I have known to be furnished in sever- 
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al State Asylums, and I am assured by Dr. Clark that a 
special diet is always ordered for any individual case requiring 
it

from the Territory of Arizona The several counties were 
represented as follows:

For convenience I have classified the patients under the 
four general heads. Dementia, Mania, Melancholia and 
Paresis, and find them represented as follows . 

Melancholia, 1, Dementia, 21; Mania, 34, Paresis, 2. 
Total, 58. 

I have further classified them under the heads “ Favorable” 
and “Unfavorable,” 1eferring to the termination of the cases 
to be reasonably expected as to the result of treatment. 
These two classes are represented as follows: Unfavorable, 
46, Favorable, 12. Total, 58. 

The physical condition of the patients as a general rule is 
excellent ; the exceptions being those cases in which the in- 
sanity is the result of structural lesions so extensive as to 
render any treatment of little avail. 

I have little to say concerning the treatment of patients in 
the Pacific Asylum, but believe it will compare favorably 
with that afforded such unfortunates in other and similar in- 
stitutions. 
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I regret that I am not able to state that Dr. Clark’s asylum 
supplies an exception to the almost universal rule, that asy- 
lums for the insane furnish only more or less complete means 
of restraining them from doing injury to themselves, and the 
persons and property of others, while the nobler department 
of the science of medicine, aiming at the ultimate recovery 
and restoration to physical and mental health of these un- 
fortunate human beings, receives but indifferent attention 

If our imsane are to be sent out of the Territory to an asy- 
lum so remote that they may never be visited by relatives 
and friends, Iam of the opmion that it will not be possible 
to do better than to send them to the Pacific Asylum. Re-

With reference tothe report of Dr. Ainsworth, who visited 
the asylum at Stockton, at my request, to thoroughly examine 
and report upon the condition and care of the Territorial 
` patients there confined, I respectfully recommend that pro- 
vision be made to reimburse Dr. Ainsworth for the expense 
attending his visit. 

The provision authorizing the visits of a physician resident 
in Stockton, and allowing compensation therefor not having 
been utilized, I would suggest that the funds at present au- 
thorized for that purpose, or the necessary portion thereof, be 
by enactment made available to reimburse Dr. Ainsworth.

Report of Attorney-General 


EXECUTIVE DEPARTMENT, 
OFFICE OF THE ATTORNEY-GENERAL, 
PRESCOTT, Arizona, January 13, 1885. 


To his Excellency F. A Tritle, Governor of Arizona 


Srr—I have the honor to submit for your consideration 
the following brief statement of the affairs of the Territory, 
to which my "office pertains, and suggestions for the considera- 
tion of the, | Legislature. The Act creating this office was 
passed near the close of the last session, and upon the hypo- 
thesis that the statutory enactments then already existing 
would be sufficient No provisions were made or authority 
given to do many things which since then have been found 
necessary to accomplish some of the purposes sought thereby 
As a litigant, the Territory is now placed at great disadvantage 
by the absence of legislation authorizing and providing for 
the institution and prosecution of suits in certain cases, and 
for the preliminary and continuing investigations, and co-op- 
eration of ministerial officers, which are absolutely necessary 
to the successful disposition of busmess of this nature. 

Soon after my appointment I sought to obtain the evidence 
taken by the „Sub-Committee of the Joint Committee of the 
two Houses during the twelfth session of the Legislature to 
investigate the affairs of the Territorial Prison, in order to get 
therefrom the necessary data to institute the necessary pro- 
ceedings for the recovery of the moneys mentioned in that 
report, but the memorandum of that evidence having been 
carried away by some member of that committee, I was un- 

- able to obtain ıb until late in the last autumn, and then it was 
found to contain no data sufficiently definite in facts, dates, 
or amounts, to form the basis of a complaint in a court of 
judicature However, in the mean time I visited the city of 
Washington and there found in the Treasury Department of 
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the Government accounts rendered by H. N. Alexander, late 
Secretary of the Board of Territorial Prison Commissioners, 
in the name of the Territory of Arizona to the Umted States, 
for board of United States prisoners by the Territory of Arj-

And I further found that said accounts were audited and 
allowed by the Treasury Department in Washington, and that 
warrants were drawn in payment thereof on the Sub-Treasury 
of the United States in San Francisco, payable to the order of 
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H. N. Alexander, Secretary , and that said Alexander had en- 
dorsed said warrants and received the moneys thereon, amount- 
ing in the aggregate to the sum of $6,44760. This money 
having been received by said Alexander in a fiduciary capac- 
ity, and in trust for the use of the Territory, and deeming it 
necessary therefore that a demand should be formally made for 
the same, and finding there was no statutory provision express- 
ly authorizing any officer to make such demand—under my 
advice a demand was made by the Governor, Auditor and Treas- 
uier, and served upon said Alexander on the 7th of January, 
1885. To this demand said Alexander made an evasive and 
most frivolous answer, refusing to pay over the money; and I 
have instituted an action in the name of the Territory for the 
recovery of the said money, with interest. 


However, after the commencement of the above action, the 
said Alexander addressed other communications to your Excel- 
lency, to which my attention has been called, wherein he 
claims that some portion of said moneys was paid into the 
Territorial Treasury, and that a large part of the remainder 
was expended in the construction of sells at the Territorial 
Prison, and in the purchase of clothing for prisoners; but this 
latter disposition of the money would not be a legal set-off or 
defence to the action, as neither the Secretary of the Commis- 
sioners nor the Comniissioners themselves had any legal au- 
thority to make such appropriation or use of the moneys 
belonging to the Territory. These moneys should all have 
been paid into the Territorial Treasury; and neither these 
identical moneys, nor any other moneys, could legally be with- 
drawn from the Treasury, nor used for any purpose by the 
Secretary nor the Prison Commissioners, except by an express 
appropriation made by-an act of the Legislature. 


I find there are a number of estates of deceased persons who 
have died in the Territory, leaving no known heirs, and 
amounting to many thousands of dollars in value, which have 
escheated to and have become the property of the Territory, 
but,which have never been paid into the Treasury as required 
by law; but owing to the defective condition of the statutes 
bearing upon the subject, I have been powerless to do anything 
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further than to ascertain some of the facts concerning them 
and to recommend that the Legislature enact such laws as will 
insure to the Territory the benefit of this class of property, 
and to preserve said property for‘the real heirs in the future, 
should any be hereafter discovered. According to information 
given me, there is now upwards of fifteen thousand dollars of 
this property which the Territory could have the benefit of by 
taking the proper action ın the premises There is no suffi- 
cient legislation regarding the disposition of real estate which 
has thus escheated to the Territory , and unless the Legislature 
shall take some action 1n the premises the Territory will derive 
no benefit therefrom In this connection, attention is called 
to the necessity for some system whereby information can be 
obtained and lodged for 1eference concerning these estates 
which have escheated to the Teriitory; and I have to suggest 
that a statute requiring the several Probate Judges of the Ter- 
ritory to report to some Territorial official, quarterly or semi- 
annually, the names of all deceased persons upon whose estates 
letters testamentary or of admunistration shall have been 
granted; the appraised value of the several estates, and all 
estates distributed to the heirs, and all estates remaining un- 
distributed for more than one year after the granting of letters 
thereon, with a brief statement of the reasons therefor; and 
authorizing the proper steps to be taken, in case where no 
heirs are known, to subject the property to the use of the 
Territory 

The law relative to the collection of taxes authorizes the Tax 
Collecto: to stike off to the Territory, property sold by him 
for taxes, but there is no mode provided whereby the Terri- 
tory can avail itself of this property, or subject it to any 
useful purpose. A statute authorizing some officer to enter 
into possession and dispose of such property for the benefit of 
the Territory, would remedy this evil. 

I have attended each term of the Supreme Court held since 
my appointment, and argued the following cases in behalf. of 
the Territory, viz. 


Territory vs. Vicente Casio. 
Territory vs. Joseph Casey. 
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Territory vs. George Moore and Thos. Gordon. 
Territory vs. K K Kennedy. 

Territory vs. Geo. Walker. 

Territory vs. Fred J. Glover 

Territory vs. James Monroe 


Being all the cases pending in said Court to which the Teni- 
tory was a party. And I also argued the case of Anson H. 
Smith & Co. vs the County of Mohave, in behalf of said 
county, being the only cause to which any county was a party 
pending in that Court. 

A large number of applications have been made for my 
opinion in witing and otherwise by the several Territorial 
officers upon questions of law relating to the duties of their 
respective offices, and I have in all instances complied with 
such requests. 

The statutes of the Territory, relative to the collection of 
moneys belonging to the Territory from persons into whose 
hands they have come as public officers and employees or 
otherwise in trust, are not as efficient as they should be.

Auditors Report.

To His Excellency, F. A. Tritle, Governor of Arizona: 


Sir—I have the honor to herewith transmit to you my re- 
port of the business transactions of my office for the years 
1883 and 1884. 

It will be seen by comparison with my last report, that the 
current expenses of the Territory have very materially in- 
creased. An explanation for the reasons for this increase is 
easily made and understood. 
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In the first place our Territory is increasing in population 
and business interests, requiring more attention and causing 
more criminal litigation and expense, and the care of our in- 
sane bas swelled in expense. 

The expense of our Territorial Prison for the past two years 
has nearly doubled, amounting to the sum of $87,658.68, as 
.against two previous years of $44,866 33, actually increasing in 
the amount of $42,792.35 Care of our insane cost us $30,- 
562.45, as against that of two previous years, $20,567.89, ac- 
tually increasing in the amount of $9,994 56. 

Aside from these items of expense, there was made an ap- 
propriation from the General Fund, for the purpose of improv- 
ing the Territorial Prison, in the sum of twenty thousand 
dollars, most of which has been expended. This character of 
expense was formerly met by the issuance of bonds on the 
faith and the credit of the Territory, and of course never 
appeared in my report. 

‘By my last report it will be seen there were issued on the 
General Fund $115,931.06; this report shows an increase in 
the care of Territorial Prison to the amount of $42,792.35; 
eare of Territorial Insane the amount i $9,994.56 ; improve- 
ments at Territorial Prison, $15,708 60 ; increased expense of 
last Legislature, $16,981.19, which gives us the sum of $201,- 
407.76. The total amounts of warrants issued during the 
passed two years is $208,784 04. 

We have every reason to believe that the expenses of the 
next two years will be still further increased, and to meet 
these expenses our statutes provide a revenue derived from a 
tax of twenty-five cents’on the one hundred dollars valuation, 
of assessed property. ; 

The assessment rolls as returned to me for the year 1883, 
places the valuation of the property of the Territory at $36,- 
006,860.01 This was lessened by a compromise with the 
Atlantic and Pacific Railroad Company, in the counties of 
Yavapai, Apache ‘and Mohave, where 391 miles of railroad 
was assessed $5,982,505.25. A settlement was had at the rate 
of $4,000 per mile, $1,564,000; decreasing the amount of as- 
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sessment roll $4,418,505.25. This leaves $31,588,354.76 as the 
actual assessment. The returns for the year 1884 give $30,- 
227,765.97. This would produce for Territorial revenue $75,- 
569.41 if it were all collected. 

The revenue from all other sources, including licenses, fines 
and penalties, will make up for what goes delinquent. 

This would give us for the two years the sum of $151,- 
138.82, with which to pay an expense of $208,784.04. 

As will beseen by the Territorial Treasurer's report there 
was received from all sources much less than $150,00000. To 
state more plainly, we are endeavoring to live at an expense 
of $208,784 04, with an income of less than $150,000.00. 

As per report of Loan Commissioners, there was realized 
from sale of bonds $264,000.00. At the time this was re- 
ceived, June Ist, 1883, there was outstanding in warrants the 
sum of $218,751 71, with accrued interest about $29,181.77, 
leaving a balance of about $16,066.52 This with the incom- 
ing taxes enabled the Territorial Treasurer to pay warrants 
on presentation, till about the first of July, 1884, after which 
warrants were not paid for want of funds. 


In all probability warrants that have been issued to this 
date will be paid by the 15th of January, 1885. War- 
rants issued after the Ist of January will not be paid for 
want of funds, most of which will run to January 1, 1886. 

My efforts to secure from the several counties a copy of 
their assessment list, was only a partial success, Some coun- 
ties made full returns, while others-complained that they had 
insufficient data. Some assessors failed to show on their as- 
sessment roll the various kinds of personal property, but 
everything was grouped under the head of “ Personal Proper- 
ty.” In some instances personal property was classed as real 
estate, and in others, real estate would be classed as personal 


property. In some cases simply the total of the whole as- 
sessment was sent. 


I would respectfully recommend that the attention of the 
Thirteenth Legislative Assembly be called to these matters as 
Chapter XXXIII, of the Compiled Laws does not seem tō , 
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define the duties of Assessors, and a record, as contemplated 
by the law requiring me to make it, cannot be had under ex- 
isting circumstances. 

I would recommend some measure whereby the statistics 
can be secured. Blanks for that purpose were furnished the 
Assessors of all the counties within the time specified by law, 
and in response only two counties were heard from _ 

: . I would very respectfully suggest and urge that the 
Thirteenth Legislative Assembly adopt some measure to pro- 
vide for the deficiency in the revenue of the Territory. I 
would suggest that an additional tax of at least twenty cents 
on the one hundred dollars valuation be levied and collected 
for the General Fund. 7 i

The funding bonds were sought for 
ata premium, and draw but 7 per cent, and I see no reason 
why the warrants should bear mote as they are as securely

The collections are not keeping pace with the demands upon 
the Treasury, and I estimate from such data as I can obtain 
for the future and the record of the past, that at the close of 
the present year, independent of bonds, the indebtedness will 
amount to from $50,000 to $75,000 Of conrse, much will 
depend on the action of the Legislature as to the increase or 
diminution of these figures.

To the Honorable F. A. Tritle, Governor of Arizona: 


Sır—In accordance with the requirements of the Statutes 
of Arizona, I have the honor to submit my report as Librari- 
an of the Territory of Arizona for the years 1853-4. 

An appropriation of $500 was made by the Twelfth Legis- 
lative Assembly for the purchase of a complete set of the re- 
ports of the Pacific Coast States and Territories. I purchased 
them from A. L. Baneroft & Co. and they are now in the 
office, I purchasedfrom J. F, Bostwick fifty-tive (45) sali > 
of American Decisions for $275, for whieh the Territory owes, 
Tdid so, as the books aren saluable acqabitiarts ti Bs 
hary, and E got them mach dap r than fr ia feb 
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about $50. All of which I have paid out of sales of Compiled 
Laws and Acts of 1879-83. : 

I purchased a set of Bancroft’s Pacific Coast Works, for 
which Bancroft & Co. will present their bill. l 

I distributed the laws of 1879-81-83, bound volumes, to 
members of the`last general Assembly, Clerks, ete., and to all 
the officers in the Territory, President of the United States, 
Librarian of Congress, Delegate in Congress, Attorney-Gener- 
al and heads of departments, and was therefore compelled to 


ħave fifty (50) copies bound, which was done at my own - 


expense. 

The Library now contains a as follows : 

Law Library, 2,700 volumes; miscellaneous 2,600 volumes, 
valued at from $8,000 to $10, 000. : 

My shelving is insufficient, and it will cost not less than 
$200 for more shelving when I remove to the new Library. 

. I recommend the purchase of some few text books, and 


a few reports and ask an appropriation o about $300 for- 


that purpose. 

At'my request, Bancroft & Co. have published the first 
volume of Arizona Supreme Court Reports. The appro- 
priations heretofore made were not available, and this fact 


was not ascertained until after the work was nearly com- > 


pleted. 

This office cannot have any distribution until Bancroft & 
Co. have been paid for them. This should be attended to at 
once as I cannot exchange with other States and Territories 
until I get them, nor furnish the officers in the Territory legal- 
y entitled to them.

Cotton Culture. 


The Twelfth Legislative Assembly, under the title of “ An 
Act to encourage the Cultivation of Cotton within the Ter- 
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ritory of Arizona,” authorized the Governor to pay out of any 
money in the General Fund not otherwise appropriated, the 
sum of five hundred dollars to the person raising on any five 
acres of land within the Territory the greatest yield of cotton, 
providing that the yield per acre equalled or exceeded two 
hundred pounds, 

The reward was paid to Mr. Felix G. Hardwick of Tempe, 
Maricopa County, who fully complied with the conditions of 
the act authorizing the payment thereof The amount of cot- 
ton gathered and baled by Mr. Hardwick was- thirty-three 
hundred and ninety pounds, and I haye been informed that 
considerable more remained unpicked. The experiment was 
entirely satisfactory, and proved conclusively that many of 
the valleys of southern Arizona contain valuable. lahds for 
cotton cultivation. 

The cotton raised by Mr. Hardwick was forwarded to the 
World’s Fair at New Orleans, and was pronounced of superior 


quality by competent judges. The Commissioner had it gin- . 
ned by machinery in operation at the Exposition buildings, ` 


and I am informed by him that it excited much-attention and 
comment favorable to the Territory. 3 , 
State and National Silver Convention. 

I submit for your consideration a copy of a call issued by 
representative men of different “political affiliations,” of the 
State of Colorado, for a State and National Convention, to 
meet at Denver, Colorado, January 28, 1885, and requesting 
the attendance of representatives from this ey who are 
the friends of silver. 

I believe that the subject-of the protection of silver and 
“its restoration to its former relative position as a money 
metal with gold,” is of great importance to this Territory. I 
therefore recommend that your honorable body either name 
representatives to attend the meeting on behalf of the Terri- 
tory, and provide for their expenses, or pass appropriate reso- 
lutions and forward them, expressive of your sympathy and 


accord with the purposes of the. Convention, as stated in the 


call herewith. 
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Outlet for Arizona to the Pacific. 


I would suggest that your honorable body consider the pro- 
priety of memoralizing Congress to purchase from the Repub- 
lic of Mexico so much of that portion of the State of Sonora 
necessary to supply this Territory with proper coast advan- 
tages, and furnish a suitable outlet to sufficiently deep water 
for the purposes of navigation. 


Pardons. 


I submit, as an Addenda hereto, a list of the pardons 
granted by myself during the last two years, also those 
granted by the Territorial Secretary when acting as Governor, 


with a statement in each case of the reasons for which clem- . 


ency was exercised. 

No part of my official duties has presented to my mind such 
trying and weighty considerations, nor impressed me with such 
a deep sense of responsibility, as that which has placed at my 
discretion the liberties, and, in some cases, the lives, of 
human beings. 


To be the arbiter of a man’s fate when sentence of death | 


has been passed upon him, or even to be able, at my discre- 
tion, to grant or withhold a man’s liberty, imposes .upón me 
a responsibility greater, in my judgment, than should be 


-vested by the law-making power of the Government in an. 


individual. 
I therefore respectfully recommend that a 


Board of Pardons 


Be created, by enactment of your honorable body, to consist 
of the Governor, Chief Justice, Attorney-General, Territorial 
Secretary and Chairman of the Board of Prison Commission- 


ers, whose duty it shall be to pass upon and determine the — 


merits of all applications for pardon made by inmates of the 
Territorial Prison, and upon whose motion pardons shall be 


granted or denied. 


A Board so composed of the highest authorities, Judicial, 
Executive and Ministerial, whose official actions affect the 
conviction of criminals, and their subsequent condition. of im- 
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prisonment in the Territory, would be most eminently fitted | 


to pass upon petitions for clemency. There would be little or 
no danger of justice being defeated, or of clemency being un- 
worthily bestowed, and the division of responsibility would 
be a great releif to the Executive of the Territory. 
| Requisitions. i 
A list of the requisitions issued by me, as well as those from 
the Governors of other States and Territories which I have 
honored, forms a part of the Addenda hereto. 


Rewards. 


The rewards I have paid are also enumerated in the 


Addenda. 


I recommend the appointment, as soon as possible, of proper 
committees to examine and report upon the accounts of all 


Territorial officers. 
Conclusion. 


I have submitted te you, very much at length, the impres- ` 


Sions which the questions considered in this message have 
made upon my mind, and I hope that subjects are presented 


which you may consider worthy of legislation at your hands. - 


Before closing this communication, however, which probably 
will be my last of this character, I desire to express in this 
public manner my thankfulness to the various United States 
as well as Territorial officials, for their steadfast and hearty 
support and co-operation. 


And through you to the citizens of Arizona, my high appre- ` 


ciation of their repeated expressions of confidence that in the 
administration of the affairs of this Territory I have been 


actuated by an earnest desire to do that which I believed 


would best subserve and promote their interests. 

Trusting that throughout the session for which you are here 
‘assembled, our relations will be cordial, not only officially but 
socially, this message is respectfully submitted.

. his imprisonment being nearly closed, and for the purpose of 
restoring him to citizenship, 

January 16, 1883—Oliver Boyer, convicted of murder, 
Pima County, February, 1879, sentenced for life in Yuma 
Prison, pardoned upon petition signed by portion of the trial 
jurors, the district attorney, a large number of Pima and Co- 
chise County officials and prominent citizens, and stating that 
there were mitigating circumstances ; also a certificate of good 
conduct from prison officials. Notice was givén by publica- 
tion, and no remonstrance appeared; pardon given, conditioned 
that he shall forever reside without the limits of the Territory. ` 

February 10, 1883.—Daniel Casey, convicted of pettit lar- 
ceny, Apache County, December, 1882, sentenced to six months 
in County Jail, pardoned on petition sianed by various county 

officers and large number of citizens.

Prison, pardoned on petition signed by Chief Justice C. G. W. 
French and H. Farley, who acted respectively as Judge and 
District Attorney upon the trial ; and numerous citizens, all of 
whom state in their petition that there were extenuating cir- 
cumstances. Certificate of good character given by W. M. 
Buffum, Prison Commissioner. i 

February 18, 1883.—George Everetts, convicted: of felony, 
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Cochise County, January, 1882, sentenced to five years at Yu- 
ma Prison, pardoned on petition signed by large number of- 
trial jurors, county officers and prominent citizens, and stating 
that circumstances attending the commission of crime, entitle 
him to Executive clemency.

W. French, Chief Justice, Jacob Henkle, Sheriff of Yavapai 
County, and other citizens of Prescott, sentence commuted to

money under false pretenses, Pima County, March, 1882, sen- 
tenced to eighteen months in the Yuma Prison. Pardoned 
upon petition of Territorial Prison officials, that his conduct ` 
has been exceedingly good, and .to restore citizenship ; pardon 
to take èffect September 1, 1883. Pardon given by Acting 
Governor H. M. Van Arman. 

August 22, 1883. — May Woodman, convicted of man- 
slaughter, Cochise County, May, 1883, sentenced to five years 
in Yuma Prison. , Upon -petition of a large number of citi- 
zens, a pardon was granted conditional upon her forever resid- 
ing without the limits of this Territory. Pardon-given by 
Acting Governor H. M. Van Arman. 

September 24, 1883.—Isaac Ullman, convicted of-resisting 
an arrest, Mohave County, September, 1882, sentenced to one 
year in Yuma Prison. Upon a petition of Chief Justice. 
French, before whom the trial was had, the Sheriff and a large 
number of citizens of Mohave County, pardon was granted to 
restore citizenship. 

_ September 26, 1883.—George Stockney, convicted of for- 

gery and grand larceny, Mohave County, September, 1882, 
sentenced to four years in Yuma Prison. Pardon granted 
upon representations by respectable citizens of the State-of 
Kentucky, that while a resident of that State he received 
injuries that render him at times irresponsible for his actions ; 
upon a petition signed by a large number of the respectable 
citizens.of Mohave County, cognizant of the circumstances of 
the case, and believing him at the time irresponsible for his 
actions; upon the request of Chief Justice French, before 
whom the trial was held, and the District Attorney who prose- 
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cuted, and upon no remonstrance being received after notice 


of application for pardon was duly published. 


October 2, 1883.—Daniel Moore, convicted of arson, Pima l 


County, May, 1883, sentenced to Yuma Prison for one year. 
Pardoned upon petition of ten of the jurors who tried the 
case, the District Attorney. who prosecuted, and a large num- 
ber of the bar in Pima County, that his punishment had been 


. sufficient ünder the circumstances of the case. 


October 2, 1883.—Owen Costello, convicted of an assault. 


with a deadly weapon, Yavapai County, May, 1883, sentenced 
to a fine of $400, and in default to 400 days in the County 
Jail. Pardoned upon representation of Sheriff, Deputy Sheriff 
and Jailor that his conduct was exemplary, and by the Dis- 
trict Attorney and Chief Justice French, that his punishment 
had been sufiicient.- 

November 20, 1883.—Robert McBride, convicted of murder 
in the second degree, Yavapai County, November, 1881, sen- 


- tenced to ten years in the Yuma Prison. Pardoned upon rep- 


resentation of all the jurors in the case, that they would not 
have agreed to the verdict of murder in the second degree 
had they believed his sentence would be more than two-or 
three .years, and that they believe his punishment has been 
sufficient ; also, upon the representation of Chief Justice C. 
G. W. French, that McBride was an accessory and not a prin- 
cipal in the crime, and whereas due notice was eee and 
no protest entered. ; 

December 22, 1883.—Henry N. Hudson, convicted of T 
lary, Yavapai County, June, 1879, sentenced to five years in 
Yuma Prison. Upon representations of the Board of Prison 
Commissioners and the Superintendent of the Prison, that 
Hudson had served his full time, pardon was granted to restore 
him to citizenship. 

` December 22, 1883.—Hezekiah Partin, convicted of man- 
slaughter, Yavapai County, November, 1881, sentenced to four 
years and six months in Yuma Prison. Upon representations 
of Chief Justice French, before whom he was tried, eight of 
the jurors who tried him, and a large number of respectable 
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citizens of the county, that his punishment had been sufficient, 
pardon was granted. 

December 22, 1883.—Merritt Hobson convicted of grand 
larceny, Gila County, September 1882, sentenced to eighteen 
months in Yuma Prison. Upon representation of ten: of the 
trial jurors, the District Attorney, the Clerk of the District 
Court, the Sheriff and a large number of citizens of Gila Co., 
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that Hobson had been sufficiently punished, under the circum- - 


stances attending the crime, pardon was granted, no remon- ` 


strance to the duly published notice appearing. 

January 12, 1884.—David John Bolyn, convicted of kinan 
Pima County, December, 1883, sentenced to thirty days in 
County Jail and a fine of $500. Upon representation of 
many of the Pima County officials and Tucson City officials, 
and a large number of citizens, a pardon was granted commut- 
ing the sentence to thirty days imprisonment. 

"February 7, 1884—Wm. H. Johnson plead guilty to grand 
larceny, Pima County, 1882, sentenced for two years to Yuma 
Prison. A petition was presented signed by the Judge who

WHEREAS, immense tracts of land in this Territory are now 
owned or claimed by a few railroad companies, under grants 
from Congress, that such lands comprise a very considerable 
portion of the agricultural lands of our Territory; that the 
holding or claims to such laige tracts of lands by a few per- 
sons, has proved very disastrous to the interest of our citi- 
zens, by the preventing of the development of our resources 
and the settlement of our Territory ; therefore, be it 

Resolved, That Congress ıs earnestly requested to order the 


said lands, particularly that part now claimed by the South- 
ern Pacific Railroad Company, to be restored as soon as prac- 


.ticable to settlement by pre-emption, homestead, etc. On 


behalf of the citizens of this Territory we ask that Congress 
will not permit the present session to pass without granting 
us the relief so earnestly desired 


Resolved, That the Governor of this Territory be respect- 
fully requested to forward this memorial to the President of 
the Senate, the Speaker of the House of Representatives and 
to our own Delegate in Congress at Washington, at his earliest 
convenience. 


Memorial No. 2, introduced by Mr Watkins 
To the Senate and House of Representatives of the United 
States of America, in Congress Assembled : 


Your Memoralist, the Thirteenth Legislative Assembly of 
the Territory of Arizona, beg leave to represent to your 
honorable bodies 
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I. That there are many just and honorable claims for prop- 
erty destroyed and stock driven off by Indians in this Terri- 
tory, and that many of us claimants -are widows, whose 
husbands were murdered by the Indians and their property 
destroyed or driven off, leaving these distressed widows with 
large families many miles from points of supplies, and in con- 
sequence of such have been put to great inconvenience-and 
much suffering. Many of them have been left without ani- 
mals of any kind, leaving them unable to cultivate their little 
farms; and many of those claims now filed away at Washing- 
ton’ have been there many months and years, during which 
time those claims have been pending those Indians whose 
hands have been red with blood of our best citizens, have been 
fed with choice beef, issued to them by the Government at 
Washington, while these poor claimants thus robbed, have 
been as it were, struggling for existence 

Wherefore, your’ memorialist humbly prays that measures 
may be taken to act on the claims at as early a date as possi- 
ble, in order that those worthy claims may be allowed and 
paid !

Memorial in reference to the White Mountain Indian reser- 
vation. 


To the Senate and House of Representatives of the United 
States of America in Congress Assembled : 


Your memorialists of the Thirteenth Legislative Assembly 
of the Territory of Arizona beg leave to respectfully repre- 
sent to your Honorable bodies, That on the southern line of 
the White-Mountain Indian Reservation, so-called, situated in 
said Territory of Arizona, coal was discovered in January, 
A. D., 1881, by some mining prospectors. 

That it was found in the D’Frees mining district, which 
has been organized under the general and local mining laws, 
in 1876, and in which many claims have been opened and 
worked, much money has been invested, taxes have been 
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paid; laws have been enforced and mining property has 
changed hands. 

That no survey was made of the reservation until the sum- 
mer of 1883, and that the general impression among the 
miners was that the coal lands were outside of the reservation 
limits. 

That under this impression the original discoverers and 
locators have expended nearly $30,000 in development work. 

That the Government has permitted them to build a road 
at a cost of $10,000 and has purchased coal from them. 

That they never have had any disturbance with thd Indians, 
and that they are now in quiet possession of the mining prop- 
erty with the consent of both the War and Interior Depart- 
ments. 

That no men of capital can be induced to put money in 
these coal lands or to put up machinery necessary for the 
thorough development and working, while they remain a part 
and portion of the Indian Reservation. 

Wherefore your memorialists pray and most respectfully re- 
quest in behalf of the discoverers and locators of these coal 
fields or mines, that their rights be respected, and, in behalf of 
the people who need the coal, that said coal fields or mines 
be segregated by Congressional act from the Indian Reserva- 
tion 

They make this prayer and request because coal costs now 
sixty dollars per ton, almost as munch as flour, and eleven 
quartz mills and four copper smelters in the County of Gila 
alone are idle, partly on account of the want of cheap fuel, 
while these vast deposits of coal are in the immediate neigh- 
borhood, 

Because the land is of no use to the Indians, there being no 
agricultural country affected by the desired segregation 

Because after the segregation is made there will be three- 
quarters of a square mile of land for every Indian, woman 
and child on the reservation. 

Because the Honorable Secretary of the Interior, after care- 
ful examination into the matter recommended such segrega- 
tion. 
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And because the coal is of vital importance to the success- 
ful development of Central Arizona. 

In view of these reasons we most respectfully and urgently 
pray for the changing, by Act of Congress, of the southern 
boundary line of the White Mountain Indian Reservation by 
making the line run from the western line of the Military 
Reservation at Camp Thomas to the mouth of Hock Canyon, 
on the Gila River, and thence west to the western line of said 
Indian Reservation. Therefore, be it 


Resolved by the Legislative Assembly of Arizona: That 
our Delegate in Congress be, and is hereby instructed to 


use all honorable means to bring this subject to the earnest 


and favorable consideration of Congress; and be it further 


Resolved, That the Secretary of the Territory of Arizona, 
be, and is hereby requested to transmit a copy of the foregoing 
memorial to each House of Congress and to the Honorable 
Secretary of the Interior.

To the Honorable the House of Representatives : 


EXECUTIVE DEPARTMENT TERRITORY OF sient, | 


In compliance with the resolution of your honorable body, 
“That the Attorney General of the Territory be requested to 
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furnish to the Thirteenth Legislative Assembly a written opin- 
ion on the question of the legality of information by District 
Attorney in the place of indictment by grand jury and the 
abolishing of grand juries,” I have the honor to submit the 
following, namely : 


first—Article V, of the amendments to the Constitution of 
the United States provides that “no person shall be held to 
answer for a capital or otherwise infamous crime, unless on a 
presentment or indictment ofa Grand Jury * * +# 
Nor be deprived of life, liberty or property Without due pro- 
cess of law.” 

And Article VI, provides that, “This Constitution and the 
laws of the Umted States which shall be made in pursuance 
thereof, and all treaties made or which shall be made under 
the authority of the United States, shall be the supreme law 
of the land ; and the judges in every State shall be bound 
thereby, anything in the Constitution or laws of any State to 
the contrary notwithstanding.” 

And Article XIV, of said amendments provides that * * 
“no State shall make or enforce any law which shall 
abridge the privileges or immunities of citizens of the United 
States, nor shall any State deprive any person of life, liberty 
or property without due process of law.” 

Those provisions of the Federal constitution would seem, 
in express terms, to limit the power of Congress and of all 
State Legislatures from enacting any law providing for thé 
trial and punishment of persons charged with capital or other- 
wise infamous crimes, without the intervention of a Grand 
Jury. But notwithstanding these provisions, the Legislatures 
of many of the States of the Union have provided for the 
trial of persons charged with such crimes upon information 
presented by the several law officers of the State governments, 
and those laws have been held to be valid by the highest 
Courts of those States, and also by the Supreme Court of the 
United States; and it seems now well established that the 
Legislatures of the several States may lawfully enact statutes 
providing for the proceeding in such cases without the inter- 
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vention of a Grand Jury In many of the States crimes are 
classified into two divisions, the statutes providing for the 
prosecution of one class upon information by the public prose- 
cutor of the State government, and for the prosecution of the 
other class, only upon indictment by a Grand Jury. For 
example, in Virginia an information may be used in any case 
not amounting to felony, by leave of the Court, in Louisiana, 
‘in all cases, at the option of the States attorney; in Massa- 
chusetts, in all offenses less than felony; in New Hampshire, 
in all cases not punishable by death or imprisonment at haid 
labor; in Vermont, all crimes not capital and for which the 
imprisonment may not exceed seven years, in Missouri, all 
misdemeanors; in Connecticut, all crimes not punishable by 
death or imprisonment for life, in Michigan, Wisconsin and 
California, persons charged with murder, where the. punish- 
ment is death, or any other crime, may be prosecuted by 
information by the State’s Attorney without any indictment 
by a Grand Jury. The Supreme Courts of California and 
Wisconsin each severally held that these statutes did not 
conflict with the Constitution of the United States and were 
valid. 
Brown vs. The State, 30 Wis., Reps 131. 
Kalloch vs. Superior Court, 56 Cal 231. 

And many cases therein cited, and cited in the brief of 
counsel on page 230. 

And the Supreme Court of the United States expressed the 
same views in the cases of Hurtado vs. The People of the 
State of California, decided in October last. 


Second—But Congress has adhered to the method estab- 
lished by the common law for the prosecution of criminal 
eases of the higher class in the Federal Courts, and no Terri- 
tory has adopted a different practice in criminal cases; and, 
although I have devoted much time to the examination of this 
question and the authorities bearing on the subject, I have not 
been enabled to find any adjudication of the question of the 
validity or invalidity of legislation by Congress or the Terri- 
torial Legislature providing for the prosecution of persons 
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charged with capital or otherwise infamous offenses by or 
upon information presented by the prosecuting officer of the 
Government, and without an indictment by a Grand Jury, 
and it, therefore, seems to be an open and unsettled proposition 
as yet. 

But the Constitution of the United States is equally in 
force in all parts of the Union and territory of the United 
States, and it is equally binding upon the people residing in 
the several States of the Union and the several Territories be- 
longing to the Government, and hence it follows as a logical 
sequence that if the above-quoted provisions are not violated 
by the Statutes of the States authorizing trials of persons 
charged with capital or otherwise infamous crimes without in- 
dictment or presentment by a Grand Jury, that similar Sta- 
tutes enacted by the Legislature of a Territory are not pro- 
hibited by said provisions of the Constitution ; that the per 
ple of a Territory who are to be affected by such Statutes, 
themselves, may, by their representatives, enact and adminis- 
ter them in their own courts, subject to the reserved right in 
Congress to annul them, as independently as do the people of 
the several States; and there scems to be no sound reason 
why any different rule should obtain in this respect in. the 
States than that applicable to the Territories. 

It may be said, however, that the Federal Constitution was 
not intended in this respect to apply to the governments of the - 
States of the Union, but that it was intended as a limitation 
only upon the Federal Courts, and the Legislative department 
of the Federal Government, and that while the Legislatures 
of the States may authorize criminal prosecutions of the class 
referred to in the Constitution without indictment. or present- 
ment by Grand Jury, still that Congress as prohibited by these 
Constitutional provisions from prescribing such rules for such 
proceedings in the Federal Courts; and that the Territorial 
Governments are the creatures of Congress, the Legislatures 
whereof possess no powers except such as are delegated to 
them by Congress, and that Congress having no power itself 
to enact such laws, it cannot delegate such power to the Ter- 
ritorial Legislature; or in other words, Congress cannot 
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authorize a Territorial Legislature to do what it cannot itself 
lawfully do. 

However, there is an obvious answer to this view, viz: The 
Territorial Legislature possesses inherent power as the repre- 
sentative of the people not expressly granted to 1b by Con- 
gress The organic act of the Territory enables the people of 
the Territory to form and maintain a Government recognized 
by the United States as effectually, while it exists, as the gov- 
ernment of a State. The organic act of the Territory differs 
very little from an enabling act which authorizes the people 
of a given locality to form a State Government preparatory to 
admission, and the act of admission into the Union, except in 

‘the power which is reserved to the United States in the case 
of a Territory, and not in case of a State, to supervise the 
laws of the Territory, or entirely change its organic act. But 
while the Territory exists, and in the absence of the exercise 
of this power reserved to Congress, the Legislative power of a 
Territory would seem to be as free and ultrammelled by the 
Constitution of the United States as that of a State. 

The Constitution of the United States is intended as a grant 
as well as a limitation of power; and while the Government 
of the United States has only such powers as are expressly, 
or by necessary implication, given to it by the Constitution, 
all other powers not so given are reserved by its terms to the 
States or to the people. See Article X. of the amendments to 
the Constitution. 


And Article IX. of the amendments declares that. a The | 


enumeration in the Constitution ‘of certain rights’ shall not 
be construed to deny or disparage others retained by the peo- 
ple.” 

These powers thus reserved to the people of the Territories 
lay dormant and cannot be exercised except through Congress 
itself so long as the Territory remains unorganized; and they 
have no government, no courts, nor any machinery for the 
administration of justice, except directly through and by 
means of the Federal courts. Upon this subject subdivision 


2 of Article III. declares that “the Congress shall have power ` 
j

* 
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to * * * make all needful rules and regulations respect. 
ing the Territories * * * belonging to the United States” 

But the people of the Territory are part of the people 
referred ġo in these provisions of the Constitution, and when 
they are once permitted to form a government of their own, 
and iegislate upon all rightful subjects, as is the case in this 
Territory, these latent powers reserved to them by the Consti- 
tution are no longer restiained, but spring into a fully ripe 
prerogative, with all the incidental rights and immunities per- 
taining thereto; and the reserved right to annul acts of the 
Territorial Legislature or to remand the people to their former 
condition by subsequent Acts of Congress, does not lessen the 
right. to exercise these latent powers so long as they remain m 
an organized Territorial condition. 

These views were evidently entertained by Congress when 
passing the Act organizing the Territory of New Mexico, 
which statute was by a subsequent Act made applicable to 
Arizona, for while in that Act Congress, in terms, grants to 
the Legislature certain powers, it also incorporates into its pro- 
visions certain words of limitation of powers not expressly 
granted ; and such limitation would have been unnecessary if 
the Territorial Legislature had no powers except such as were 
delegated to it by the Act 

Cases have from time to time arisen in some of the Territo- 
ries, involving, it would seem, this question, and the Supreme 
Court of! the United States has been called to pass upon 
it in several instances ; and all the‘later adjudications which I 
have found sustain this view, viz: that until expressly 
annulled by Congress the Acts of the Territorial Legislature, 
in so far as they do not conflict with the Constitution or the 
Acts of Congress already existing, are valid, and that the Tei- 
ritorial courts are separate and distinct tribunals from the 
Federal courts, and that the Statutes of the United States 
regulating the forms of proceedings in the United States 
courts, were not applicable and did not govern the mode of 
procedure in the Territomal courts, and that Acts passed by 
the Territorial Legislature regulating the practice of the Dis- 


‘trict and Supreme Courts of the Territory, although they pre- 
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seribed a mode entirely different from the mode of procedure 
prescribed by Congress for Federal courts, were valid. 

Such was the determination in the cases of Hornbuckle vs. 
Toombs (18 Wallace, pp. 462 and the following); Hirshfield 
ys. Griffith, (zbid., p. 657), Davis vs Bisland (ibid., p. 659). 

The Territorial courts are not Federal courts within the 
meaning of these provisions of the Constitution, but they are 
the courts of the people as effectually as are the courts of the 
several States of the Union. 

In rendering the opinion of the court in the case first above 
mentioned, Mr. Justice Bradley made use of the following 
language: “The Acts of Congress respecting proceedings in 
the United States courts are concerned with, and confined to, 
those courts considered as parts of the Federal system, and as 
invested with the judicial power of the States expressly con- 
ferred by the Constitution, and to be exercised in corelation 
with the presence and jurisdiction of the several State courts 
and governments. They were not intended as exertions of 
that plenary municipal authority which Congress has over the 
District of Columbia and the Territories of the United States. 
They do not contain a word to indicate any such intent The 
fact that they require the Circuit and District courts to follow 
the practice of the respective State courts in cases at law, 
and that they supply no other rule in such cases, shows that 
they cannot apply to the Territorial courts. As before said, 
these Acts have specific application to the courts of the United 


States, which are courts of a peculiar character and jurisdic- | 


tion. 

Whenever Congress has proceeded to organize a government 
for any of the Territories, it has merely instituted a general 
system of courts therefor, and has committed to the Territorial 
Assembly, subject to a few specified or implied conditions, of 
supplying all details of legislation necessary to put the system 
, into operation, even to the defining of the jurisdiction of the 
several courts. As a general thing, subject to the general 
scheme of local government chalked out by the organic act, 
and such special provisions as are contained therein, the local 
legislature has been intrusted with the enactment of the entire

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system of municipal law, subject also, however, to the right of 
Congress to revise, alter and revoke at its discretion. The 
powers thus exercised by the Territorial legislatures are 
nearly as extensive as those exercised by any State legisla- 
ture; and the jurisdiction of the Territorial courts is collect- 


‘ively co-extensive with and correspondent to that of the State 


courts—a very different jurisdiction from that exercised by 
the Circuit and District courts of the United States. In fine, 
the Territorial, like the State courts, are invested with plen- 
ary municipal jurisdiction.” l 

“ The question whether persons charged with capital or oth- 
erwise infamous offenses shall be only held to answer or tried 
upon an indictment or presentment of a Grand Jury or upon 
an information of a District Attorney, is exclusively a ques- 
tion of practice or of the mode of procedure; and not one 
directly involving any substantial right as contradistin- 
guished from the remedy. It affects the remedy and not the 
right. Such regulations may alter the mode and application, 
but have no power over the substance of original justice.” 

In delivering the opinion- of the Supreme Court of the 
United States in the case of Hurtado vs. The People of 
California, supra, Mr. Justice Matthews declares that “ We are 
unable to say that the substitution of a presentment or indict- 
ment by a Grand Jury of the proceeding by information, after 
examination and commitment by a magistrate, certifying to 
the probable guilt of the defendant, with the right on his part 
to the. aid of counsel, and to the cross-examination of the 
witnesses produced for the prosecution, is not Gue process of 
law. Ibis, as we have seen, an ancient proceeding at common 
law, which might include every case of an offense of less 
grade than a felony, except misprision of treason; and m 
every circumstance of its administration, as authorized by the 
statute of California, it carefully considers and guards the 
substantial interest of the prisoner. It is merely a preliminary 
proceeding, and can result in no final judgment except as the 
consequence of a regular judicial trial, conducted precisely as 
in cases of indictments.” 

“Tn reference to this mode of proceedings at the common 
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law, and which he says ‘is as ancient as the common law 
itself? Blackstone adds (4 Com 305); ‘and as to those 
offenses in which informations were allowed as well as indict- 
ments, so long as they were confined to this high and respect- 
able jurisdiction, and were carried on in a legal and regular 
course in His Majesty’s Court of King’s Bench, the subject had 
no reason to complain. The same notice was given, the same 

, process was issued, the same pleas were allowed, the same trial 
by jury was had, the same judgment was given by the same 
judges, as if the prosecution had originally been Ly indict- 
ment?” 

I am, therefore, of the opinion that the Legislature of this 
Territory may lawfully provide for the trial of persons 
charged with any crime of whatever grade against the laws 
of this Territory, upon information filed by the District At- 
torneys of the several counties or other officer authorized by 
law, without the intervention of a Grand Jury, provided the 
machinery forthe execution of such laws shall require a pre- 
liminary examination before information filed in cases where 
persons are charged with capital and otherwise infamous 
crimes, and shall require the information to be as full and ex- 
plicit in all respects as an indictment under the present prac- 
tice, and affording the accused al] the opportunity for his de- 
fense which he has under the present system now prevailing 
in this Territory.

line of decisions of the United States Courts have adjudged 
such legislation to be in contravention of said treaties and 
therefore invalid and void. Such legislation on the part of 
the States and Territories is anomalous and without pre- 
cedent, save in the case of the California Foreign Miner 
License Tax, which was decided by Judge Field of the 
Supreme Court of the United States, and by Judge Sawyer 
of the United States Circuit Court of California, sitting in 
the United States California Circuit Court in accordance 
with the principles herein enunciated. 

Municipal corporations have been and are by law allowed 
to regulate by license various handicraft occupations, among 
which is included the business of “Chinese wash-houses.” 
Such licensing and regulation of Chinese wash-houses ae a 
portion of the lawful municipal legislation of every municipal 
corporation, it is believed, within this Territory. And such 
ininicipal legislation by ordinance, when reasonable and not 
oppressive, is not obnoxious to the constitution, laws or treaties 
of the United States, and may be safely left where it has 
always been, when law fully exercised in said municipal cor- 
porations. 
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Your committee, therefore, upon the above grounds, not 
citing other valid objections to the bill, recommend that it de 
not pass.

In response to the communication Of your chief clerk, re- 
questing that the Attorney General “furnish the House with 
a written opinion as to the length of time which tho Legisla- 
ture may legally sit, giving the date’of commencemont of the 
session and the date on which it should adjourn, with the rea- 
sons or authority for the same,” I have the honor to say : 

” I 
Section 1852 of tho Revised Statutes of the United States, 


as amended by the Act of December, 23, 1880, provides that 
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“ The sessions of the Legislative Assemblies of the several Ter- 
ritories of the United States shall be limited to sixty days 
duration.” 


The Legislative Assembly of this Territory consists of the 
Council and the House of Representatives; that is to say, 
both, the House and the Council. 


See Section 5, act organizing New Mexico made applicable 
to this Territory by Section 2 of the Organic Act of Arizona. 


The words “Sessions of the Legislative Assemblies,” as 
used in the Act of Congress above quoted, means a sitting 
after the organization of both Houses in condition to transact 
business as Legislative bodies. 3 


The organization of one of the Houses does not place that 
House in a condition to enable it lawfully to transact Legisla- 
tive business, and hence, it follows that the “ Session” of the 
present Legislative Assembly commenced on the day when 
both the Council and the House of Representatives were each 
severally organized and in condition by co-operation with 
each other and with the Executive, to transact business as 4 
Legislative body 


This seems to be the exact letter as well as the spirit of the 
Act of Congress limiting the “duration” of the “session” 
of the Legislative Assembly to sixty days. 


TI. 


The Journal of the House of Representatives shows that 
that branch of Legislative Assembly was organized on the 
20th day of January, a. D. 1885; and the Journal of the 
Council shows that that branch was organized January 21si, 
A. D. 1885; and hence, the first point of time when both 
branches organized and commenced sitting in a condition to 
transact business was the 21st day of January, A. I. 1885. 


There was no sitting or session of the Legislative Assembly 
until that day. 
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The sixty days’ time of the duration, as limited by the said — 


Act of Congress, should be computed by counting the said 
21st day of January, 1885, and each day thereafter, including 
holidays and Sundays. 


This is the only safe rule of computation. Following that 
rule, the sixtieth and last day upon which the present Legis- 
lative Assembly may lawfully sit, will be the 21st day of 
March, A. D. 1885. 


The Act of the Legislature of the Territory, approved 
March 5, 1881, which provides that “The Legislative Assem- 
bly shall meet * * * * on the second Monday in Janu- 
ary, 1883, and biennially thereafter, on the second Monday in 
January,” does not, in my opinion, change the above rule of 
computation of time. 


It is only an Act of the Legislature itself, subject to be re- 
pealed either by direct enactment, or by any subsequent indi- 
rect Legislative Act of the same body, such as the actual 
sitting and transacting business in contravention of its pro- 
visions.

The Board of Supervisors of any County is authorized to 
grant leave of absence from the County or Territory to any 
County officer under such regulations and conditions as may 
be.deemed proper for the interests of said County, by reason 
of the absence of said officer. 


See Section 8 of Chapter XXII., Compiled Laws of the 
Territory of Arizona, 1877. It seems to me to be a fair pre- 
sumption that Boards of Supervisors will act reasonably and 
in accordance with the showing made in each particular case, 
for the public interest as well as for the convenience of the 
individual occupying the office. 


To grant leave to any officer, who has been elected by the 
people to discharge the duties of any office to withdraw him- 
self from the County or Territory and leave another person 
solely selected by himself, and for whose acts in his absence 
he may not be legally responsible, is, to say the least, very 
dangerous legislation. T 

If the county officers referred to in the bills and resolution 
are entitled to leave of absence, the presumption is that the 
Boards of Supervisors will grant it to them upon such condi- 
tions as are consistent with the public service. 

Reference is also made to Council Bill No, 3, from which the 
enactment clause has been omitted.

To the Honorable, the Territorial Council : 


I have the honor herewith to return, without my approval, 
Council Bill No. 5, entitled “An Act to prevent the intro- 
duction of cattle from infected districts into the Territory of 
Arizona,” for the following reasons : 
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First. By its provisions, the driving or shipping of horned 
cattle from the State of Texas or any of the States border- 
ing on the Gulf of Mexico, or from the State of Arkansas 
into this Territory, is arbitrarily prohibited. Section 1 of 
the Act permits such cattle to be brought into the Territory 
during the months of December, January and February ; but 
Section 4 confers the power upon the Governor, by procla- 
mation, to be issued, whenever in his judgment, the “ Cattle 
interests of the Territory demand it,” to prohibit cattle from 
said States being brought into the Territory during said three 
months, and this power under the Act shall be exercised 
whenever the interests of those who are raising and dealing 
in cattle would be promoted thereby. 


Second, The said provisions of this Act do not seem to be 
based upon the necessity for quarantine and protection from 
disease ; but upon the pecuniary interests of those who are in- 
terested in cattle within the Territory, and they are therefore 
im restraint of trade and infringe upon those provisions of the 
Constitution of the United States which confer upon Con- 
gress exclusive power to regulate all matters of interstate

Third. The Act already passed and approved by me, known 
as Council Bill No. 7, entitled “An Act to prevent the intro- 
duction of diseased cattle into the Territory of Arizona, covers 
and makes ample provision for inspection and quarantine of 
cattle which are being brought into the Territory, whereby 
the introduction of cattle infected with disease may be pre- 
vented. 


The bill now under consideration, in my opinion, cannot add 
any further safe-guard against the importation of diseased 
or infected cattle, which are not provided in Council Bill No. 
7, heretofore approved. 


Fourth. That this bill, according to its terms, is clearly un- 
constitutional. 
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I herewith forward the opinion of the Hon. Clark Church- 
ill, Attorney General of Arizona, which he furnished me in 
response to my request therefor, and make it a part of this

Sir: Your communication requesting my opinion, as to the 
constitutionality of Council Bills Nos 5 and 7, was duly re- 
ceived, and I have the honor to reply as follows: 


I. 


The provisions of the Act known as Council Bill No. 5, 
which arbitrarily prohibit the bringing cattle into the Terri- 
tory from the State of Texas, or any of the States bordering 
on the Gulf of Mexico, or from the State of Aikansas, seem 
to be in conflict with the provisions of the Constitution of 
the United States, granting to Congress exclusive power to 
regulate commerce. This power to regulate commerce has 
been construed to include all trade between different Terri- 
tories and States of the Union. `

January 28th, 1885. your honorable body passed a Memo- 
rial to the Senate and House of Representatives of the United 
States, praying for the continued coinage of silver, and em- 
bodied therein a request that the Governor of the Territory 
telegraph the President of the National Silver Convention, 
then in session at Denver, Colorado, “ the hearty and full ap- 
proval of the people of Arizona of the objects for which said 
Convention was called, and be empowered to appoint by tele- 
graph some suitable person in Denver to fitly represent the 
Territory of Arizona in said Convention.” 


I promptly complied with your requests in your memorial, 
and thereby the Territory of Arizona was represented in said 
National Silver Convention, and took its position under Legis- 
lative authority in favor of the continued coinage of silver. 
The Preliminary National Convention, held at Denver, per- 
fected a plan whereby a grand National Convention of silver 
advocates shall be held and information on the silver question 
distributed, By this plan the association known as the National 
Bi-Metallic Association was organized, and a preliminary Ex- 
ecutive Committee formed, consisting of two representatives 
from each of the silver-producmg States and Territories, who 
are to meet and determine upon the representation in the Na- 
tional Convention proposed to be held next November, and 
make arrangements therefor. 


From the copies of letters I submit herewith, one from the 
Hon. F, A. Thompson, of Socorro, N. M., who was acting Pres- 
ident of the Denver Convention, and the other from M. H. 
Slater, Esq., of Leadville, Colo, Secretary of the Preliminary 
Executive Committee, you will see that I had the honor to be 
appointed one member of the Committee from Arizona. 
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The subject of the continued coinage of silver is admittedly | 
one of the greatest importance to the prosperity of the Teri. 
tory, as upon its solution depends largely the continued opera. 
tions in silver mines. I submit the matter for the considera. 
tion of your honorable body, with the recommendation that 
the Legislative Assembly name some advocate of the silver 
coinage to act with me in the Preliminary Executive Commit- 
tee, and also enact such measures as will vest the representa. 
tion of Arizona in the National Convention with authority

Prescott, Arizona, March 5, 1885. 
To the Honorable, the House of Representatives : 


January 28, 1885, your Honorable Body passed a memorial 
to the Senate and House of Representatives of the United 
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States, praying for the continued coinage of silver, and em- 
bodied therein a request that the Governor of the Territory 
telegraph the President of the National Silver Convention 
then in Session at Denver, Colorado, the hearty and full appro. 
val of the people of Arizona of the objects for which said Con- 
vention was called, and be empowered to appoint by tele- 
graph some suitable person in Denver to fitly represent the 
Territory of Arizona in said Convention. I promptly com- 
plied with the requests in your memorial, and thereby the Ter- 
ritory of Arizona was represented in said National Silver Con- 
vention, and took its position under legislative authority in 
favor of the continued coinage of silver. The preliminary Na- 
tional Convention, held at Denver, perfected a plan whereby 
a grand National Convention of silver advocates shall be held 
and information on the silver question distributed. By this 
plan an association known as the National Bi-Metallic Associ- 
ation was organized, and a preliminary Executive Committee 
formed, consisting of two representatives from each of the 
other silver-producing States and Territories, who are to meet 
and determine upon the representation in the National Con- 
vention proposed to be held next November, and, make 
arrangements therefor. 


From the letters I submit herewith, one from Hon F. A 
Thompson, of Socorro, New Mexico, who was acting President 
of the Denver Convention, and the other from M. H. Slater, 
Esq, of Leadville, Colorado, Secretary of the preliminary 
Executive Committee, you will see that I had the honor to be 
appointed one member of the Committee from Arizona. 


The subject of the continued coinage of silver is admittedly 
one of the greatest importance to the prosperity of the Terri- 
tory, as upon its solution largely depends the contmued opera- 
tions in silver mines I submit the matter for the considera- 
tion of your honorable body, with the recommendation that 
the Legislative Assembly name some advocate of silver coin- 
age to act with me in the preliminary Executive Committee, 
and also enact such measures as will vest the representation of 
Arizona in the National Convention with authority and power 
to act. 
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And also make a suitable appropriation to cover this Terri- 
tory’s proportion ‘of the expenses of the Preliminary Execu-

Mr. Speaker—Your Committee on the Territorial Library 
beg leave to report that they have made careful examination 
of the Territorial Library, and find the same badly managed, 
and in a sadly depleted condition. The room wherein the 
books are kept will not accommodate more than one-half or 
two-thirds of the volumes which belong to the Territory. 
This compels the Librarian to keep a number of books at 
sundry and divers places, some of which are inadequate for 
that purpose. Your Committee would therefore recommend 
that a room of suitable size be obtained, wherein all of said 
books may be kept, and that such additional shelving and 
book cases be provided as may be necessary to accommodate 
such books. 


The law requires the Territorial Librarian to properly mark 
and stamp each book in said Library, so that the same can be 
indentified as the property of the Territory. The Librarian” 
has not complied with this law. 


A great number of books in the Library are not marked or 
stamped in any manner whatsoever, and there is no method of 
determining to whom such books belong. 


It is the opinion of your Committee that this neglect has 
been a fruitful cause of loss to the Library. 


The law further requires (Sec. 17, Chp. XXIII. of Compiled 
Laws, entitled “ Of Libraries”) “that the Territorial Librarian 
shall one month prior to the meeting of the Legislature make 
out and deliver to the Governor a full catalogue of all books 
and property in his possession as Librarian, which catalogue, 
ora copy thereof, should be sent by the Governor to the Speaker 
of the House of Representatives” The Librarian has abso- 
lutely and completely failed to make such catalogue, or any

catalogue whatsover, and, therefore, your Committee found it 
necessary to cause a catalogue to be made, as well as could be 
done under the scattered condition of the books, by other par- 
ties, under the direction of J. F. Bostwick, Esq. 


On account of the mismanagement of the affairs of said 
Library, and in order that the same may be better conducted 
in the future, your Committee recommends the passage of the 
Act relative to the Territorial Library and the office of Ter- 
ritorial Librarian, which accompanies this report. 


Your Committee further recommend that a sum of money 
sufficient for insurance for two years of said Library be ap- 
propriated for that purpose. Further recommend that all 
moneys appropriated for said Territorial Library or the Li- 
brarian thereof, be ordered to be expended under the direction 
of the Territorial Librarian, whose office and duties are cre- 
ated and defined by the Act accompanying this report and 
heretofore referred to.

Srp :—Agreeably to your request, I have made an examina- 
tion of affairs pertaining to the office of the Attorney Gen- 
eral of Arizona, for the past two years, and herewith submit 
my report: 

From examination of papers found in said office, and of opin- 
ions given by the Attorney General, it is evident that a large 
amount of business has been demanded of him, requiring much 
research and a large proportion of his time. Besides appear- 
ing on behalf of the Territory in cases before the Supreme 
Court, in District Courts, ete, as cited in his published report, 
I find that his advice and opinion has been called for by Ter- 


_ Titorial officers on, many different occasions, Oenes a wide 


range of subjects ; for instance: 


The Department of the Interior called upon the Secretary 
of the Territory for information regarding laws in force, etc., 
for the protection of stock interests along the Sonora lme, and 
kindred matters. On request, the Attorney General prepared 
and furnished an exhaustive and lengthy report on existing 
laws, and suggested the nature of laws necessary to fully pro- 
tect our border line from depredations and smuggling. 

The subject of tbe award for the first artesian well opened 
in the Territory was referred by the Auditor to the Attorney 
General, and to reach conclusions it was essential to take con- 
siderable testimony and prepare findings. 

_ The investigation of affairs at the Territorial Prison has 
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caused the Attorney General much labor, necessitating a journey 
to the Department at Washington, and the procuring of a mass 
evidence and vouchers for the proper preparation of a suit now 
pending on behalf of the Territory. 

The various county officers have called frequently upon him 
for advice, and it has always been given. In éne case, that of 
the Board of Supervisors of Mohave County, he thought the 
circumstances justified him in charging a fee for his services, 
and he therefore forwarded a bill, which he advises he has 
never been paid, 

Almost daily, officers of the Territory call upon him for 
advise and information. So long as matters run smoothly 
with them it is all right, but whenever any sort of dificulty 
arises, its decision is left to the Attorney General. 

In matters of escheated estates the Attorney General has 
entered appearances to keep the matters open in behalf of the 
Territory, and suggests proper legislation to enable him to 
fully prosecute such cases. 

It is evident that the ‘amount of work he has rendered has 
been large and important, and if it had been done for private 
parties, the fees necessarily charged would have been quite 
large. The salary of $600 per year, which he has heretofore 
drawn, has hardly been sufficient to pay clerk hire for these 
public matters alone, and as the result of my investigation, it 
appears that if the Territory is willing to pay for services re- 
ceived, it would be at once a graceful and just act to appro- 
priate sufficient money to the Attorney General to- bring his 
salary for the past two years up to that hereafter to be allowed 
said officer.

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First—I procured from the Auditor all bills, papers and 
vouchers in his hands, referring to the Prison Commission, 
from April 1st, 1883, to December 31st, 1884, the time the 
present Commission was created; also, from the Superintend- 
ent of the Penitentiary, the following books - 


Minutes of the Board. 
Record of Vouchers, and 
Register of the Prisoners. 


These were all the books obtainable, and if they are all 
that are kept, are entirely inadequate to enable any one to 
obtain any information whatever, without considerable labor. 
The figmies herewith submitted are obtained by tabulatiny 
the items found on the bills annexed to vouchers, obtained 
from, the Auditor. 


The present contract for the supplies is, on its face, evi- 
dence that there is something wrong; but a careful examina- 
tion of all documents obtainable, fails to show any actual 
fraud. 


The present contract pays a very large price for the staples 
and necessaries, such as tlour, onions, potatoes, rice, coffee and 
beans, while many other articles are furnished (apparently) at 
a very great loss to the contractor. 

All the bills for the supplies, however, are made out at con- 
tract prices; with the exception of one rifle in bill of Febru- 
ary; 1884, charged at $40.00, contract price of which is $4.00.

In the office of Mr. E P. Clark, Territorial Auditor, we 
carefully compared the Warrant Books with the vouchers 
and found that each warrant has its proper voucher, and that 
vouchers and waxrants are in strict accordance with the Ap- 
propriation Bill of 1883, or are authorized by other Acts of 
the Legislative Assembly. No warrants having been issued 
without direct authority of law. 


[ask your attention, however, to one matter which has 
been suggested by this examination. In looking over the ac- 
counts of the insane, I find that George H. Tower, one of the 
patients from this county, who was possessed of private means, 
and who repaid the county for all expenses incurred on his 
account, had his board, etc., at the Asylum paid by the Terri- 
tory, and the Territory has not been reimbursed A former 
patient, J. M. Lane, is a similar case. I recommend an Act 
be passed, providing that insane patients having property 
should repay any expenses that the Territory may be to on 
their behalf. In the case of Tower, the Supervisors had the 
Probate Judge appoint a guardian for his estate, who cared 
for the property and paid the bills; but as none were pre- 


sented by the Territory, these expenses were not repaid. I 


have examined the list of persons in the Asylum from this 
county as reported to Mr. Clark, and find them correct.

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Section 2 of the Appropriation Bill makes it the duty of 
officers, disbursing moneys thereunder, to file with the Auditor 
an itemized account previous to December 31st of each year. 
This has not been done, but as the vouchers mentioned were 
already filed with the Auditor, upon which he had issued 
proper warrants, it does not appear that any injury has been 
done. - 

In the office of the Superintendent of Public Instruction, 
the only book was one, containing the Minutes of the Terri- 
torial Board of Education. These occupied but few pages, 
and had little, besides the statements of the distribution of 
School Funds to the different counties, and the list of Teach- 
ers to whom certificates have been issued. 

The Territorial Secretary is a United States Officer, his ac- 
counts being principally with the Treasury Department, and 
kept by the First Controller of the Treasury. 

Those relating to the Territory were found correct, and cor- 
responded with the Auditor’s, where the vouchers had already 
been sent to obtain warrants for them.
